GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Oct. 15. 
—President Roosevelt arrived at 
9:29 a. m. today for the first of 
seven appearances in Michigan. 
Nineteen minutes before his train 
arrived, the “Sunflower Special” 
bearing Gov. Alf M. Landon de- 
parted for Indiana. The trains 
passed in the railroad yards. 

President Roosevelt was escorted 
over a parade route a mile long to 
Campau Square, in the heart of the 
city, where he delivered a brief ad- 
dress from an open automobile. 

The streets were lined with spec- 
tators, many of whom had taken 
up their positions in time to see 
Gov. Landon as he drove to the 
station. Landon spent the night 
here as guest of Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg. 

Schools were closed and many 
factories suspended operations. 
Nine bands played along the route 
traversed by the President and the 
40 automobiles carrying his party. 

Grand Rapids As Example. 

Roosevelt told his audience that 
“You have here a pretty good ex- 
ample of what happened in four 
years.” 

He said, “Action had to be taken 
to bring prosperity back.” 

“The first thing in 1933,” he con- 
tinued, “was to stop persons from 


with a revolver, the other walked | starving and to give relief, to give 


work. After we had done that, 
then came the next step, to take 
measures to enable people to im- 
prove their living conditions. 


His Old Dutch Blood. 

“I am very glad to come back to 
Grand Rapids and this part of the 
State of Michigan because so many 
of the good people here are de- 
scended from the same old Holland 
stock that I am. Down in Wash- 
ington, I can well imagine when 
we are making up a budget and 
every department wants to have a 
little more money, that when the 
President of the United States 
starts to pare the budget, they say 
his ‘old Dutch blood is coming up’.” 

Roosevelt said: “I hope in the 


next four years I shall be able to 


come back and see you again—as 
President of the United States.” 

“It is, of course,” he said, at an- 
other point, “a matter of record 
that the furniture industry today is 
at a higher peak than at any time 
since 1929.” 

He said that the Federal Housing 
Administration “in the last two 
years has been responsible for the 
building or improving of $500,000,- 
000 worth of homes. And let it be 
made perfectly clear that this was 
not Government money, but private 
money from private agencies, and 
that all the Government did was 
insure a portion of the loans. 

“I believe that the people of this 
country appreciate the fact that 
with some intelligent intereston the 
part of the Government we have 
achieved a very great feat in bring- 
ing the country back to normal 
prosperity.” 

Speaking extemporaneously, he 
repeated what he had said at Chi- 
cago last night—that “the return 
to prosperity didn’t just happen.” 

He said the administration had 
kept the “deflation from going on,” 
had improved living conditions, and 
encouraged people to build and re- 
pair homes. 

“After the homes were built 
something had to be put in them,” 
he continued. “Grand Rapids had 
something to do with that,” he said, 
referring to its furniture factories. 

Murphy With President. 

Aboard the presidential train was 
Frank Murphy, on leave of absence 
from his duties as Commissioner to 
the Philippines and now Demo- 
cratic nominee for Governor of 
Michigan. 

Murphy rode with the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt in the parade 
to Campau Square. George W. 
Welsh, former Republican Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, whom Murphy de- 
feated for the Democratic gover- 
norship nomination last month, 
rode in a car directly behind the 
President. 

A crowd estimated by police at 
20,000 greeted the Roosevelt train 
at Lansing.

This Would P ermit Check. 
With Registration Books, 
But Also Would Slow 
Up Election Work. 


60 RESIGN AS -

50 of Them Requested to 

Do So by Commissioners 
_.—48 Precincts to Be 
_ Divided on Election Day. 


The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners is considering the advisabil- 
ity of requiring every voter in the 
November election to sign his or 
her name on the poll book for com- 
parison with his signature at reg- 
istration, so that fraud may be de- 
tected where committed. 

It was announced today that the 
City Counselor, in response to a re- 


quest for a ruling, had advised the 
board that it was within its rights 
in demanding such _ signatures, 
which could be compared by hand- 
writing experts if there was any 
suspicion of “ghost” voting or oth- 
er fraud, 

A decision on the issuance of the 
order will be made within a few 
days. Chief objection to its adop- 
tion is the fact that the procedure 
would slow up election work and 
might make it difficult to handle 
all the voters on election day in the 
larger precincts. 

60 Precinct Officials Quit. 

Sixty judges and clerks of elec- 
tion resigned yesterday after in- 
terviews by the Election Board to 
determine their fitness to continue 
to act as precinct officials. All were 
appointees of the Waechter board 
ousted by Gov. Purk “fcr the bet- 
terment of the public scrvice.” 

Fifty of them, it was stated, re- 
signed at the suggestion of the 
board for “irregularities,” none 
of which was serious. The :rregular- 
ities included poor clerical work 
and illegible penmanship. The 
other 10 resigned because they had 
moved from their precincts or 
from the city since their appoint- 
ments. 


As stated Tuesday, the board has 
ordered all of the 4020 precinct 
officials to appear before it for 
interview, and it is ‘undarstood 
many will be asked to resign as un- 
desirable. The aim of the bourd in 
overhauling its precinct forces is 
to build up an organization making 
it possible to have at least one of- 
ficial in each precinct on whom it 
can rely specifically for workiman- 
like and honest handling of election 
returns. In making the appoint- 
ments, the Waechter board sail 
that about 50 per cent of the of- 
ficials were named on recommen- 
dations of Democratic and Repub- 
lican city committeemen, and the 
rest were drafted for service. 

48 Precincts to Be Divided. 

To relieve congestion at the polls 
on election day, the board decided 
today to divide the 48 largest pre- 
cincts, having registrations rang- 
ing from 810 to 1333. This will be 
done by setting up auxiliary polling 
places, in the -same building, if 
room is available. 

It will necessitate the appoint- 
ment of 288 new clerks and judges, 
two of the former and four of the 
latter, for each auxiliary polling 
place. It has not yet been decided 
how to divide the voters in such pre- 
cincts, but it is probable it will be 
done on an alphabetical basis. For 
instance, voters whose surnames be- 
gin with letters ranging from A to 
1, would vote in the original poll- 
ing place, the others in the auxil- 
iary. 

The precincts so to be divided 
are: First Ward, fifteenth precinct; 
Fourth Ward, fifth, ninth, eleventh, 
twelfth, fourteenth and fifteenth; 
Fifth Ward, sixth, ninth and tenth; 
Sixth Ward, eighth, ninth, tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth and fourteenth; 
Seventh Ward, eighteenth; Twelfth 
Ward, twenty-fourth; Sixteenth 
Ward, seventh; Seventeenth Ward, 
second, thirteenth, fourteenth and 
sixteenth; Nineteenth Ward, first, 
third, fifth, eleventh, twelfth, thir- 
teenth, fourteenth and fifteenth: 
Twenty-first Ward, thirteenth; 
Twenty-third Ward, third, fourth. 
sixth and twelfth; Twenty-fourth 
Ward, sixth, eighth, tenth, fifteenth, 
sixteenth, eighteenth, twenty-sec- 
ond, twenty-fifth and forty-first;

‘Simp- 
son, who himself announced his 
wife’s action, said he would not con- 


test it. Both had been divorced 
when they married, 

London .morning papers carried 
no mention of the suit. 

The Simpsons separated yester- 
day, he going to his club, she to 
an apartment less than a mile from 
Buckingham Palace. 

Mrs. Simpson, the former Miss 
Wallis Warfield of Baltimore, Md., 
sent her belongings to her new 
home in Cumberland terrace. Simp- 
son moved into a military club 
where he is a member by virtue of 
former enrollment in the Cold- 
stream Guards. 

Mrs. Simpson, it is predicted, will 
continue to appear in public with 
King Edward, accompanying him 
to the royal.country home at San- 
dringham early next week with a 
small party of friends. 

Estranged for Some Time. 


Relations between Simpson and 
his wife, friends assert, will remain 
“amicable.” The estrangement of 
the Simpsons has been known for 
some time. Simpson’s friends say 
he has been domestically unhappy 
for a long time, but was unwilling 
to file suit for divorce because of 
the necessity under British law of 
accusing his wife of misconduct. 
Pending the calling of her suit, 
Simpson is expected to continue his 
activities as head of the London of- 
fice of Simpson, Spencer & Young, 
brokers, but in recent weeks he has 
visited his office infrequently. 


Friends attempted to effect a re- 
conciliation when the Simpsons met 
in Paris in July. They urged 
Simpson to accept an invitation 
from King Edward to join’ the 
King’s holiday cruise party along 
with Mrs. Simpson, but Simpson 
returned to England while the 
wife went with the King to the 
Adriatic. When she returned to 
England, she did not go back to 
their flat, but traveled directly on 
to King Edward’s Scottish seat at 
Balmoral Castle. Then, when the 
royal house party broke up, she 
accompanied the King to London, 
and the final rift followed. 


The break was hastened, it is 
said, by an ever-growing stream of 
gossip linking his wife’s name 
with that of the King: One report 
was that Mrs. Simpson, now that 
Queen Mary has moved to Marl- 
borough House, might become an 
“ynofficial hostess” in Buckingham 
Palace. 

Divorce Procedure. 


The hearing at Ipswich, before 
Justice Hawke, probably will take 
no more than 10 minutes. Usually 
divorce cases which the principals 
hope will be settled quietly, are 
filed in London, where, under the 
law prohibiting publication of di- 
vorce testimony, Many cases escape 
mention altogether. Mrs. Simpson, 
however, has taken her case to 
one of the. provincial assize cent- 
ers, as may be done under a new 
law, if the court is satisfied of any 
special reason for the venue. 


Typical uncontested divorce pro- 
ceedings are conducted in England 
‘without a formal opening, coun- 
sel for the plaintiffs merely. rising 
when the case is called, the peti- 
tioner’s attorney announces “this is 
the wife’s petition, M’Lord.” The 
wife is called to the witness stand 
and, in a rapid series of questions 
and answers, establishes her iden- 
tification, necessary dates of mar- 
riage and separation and outlines 
the alleged ground for divorce. 

At this point there is usually pro- 
duced a paid, receipted hotel bill 
showing the husband and a woman, 
registered as husband and wife, 
stayed at some inn on such-and- 
such a night.

Fascists Reach Point Only 
25 Miles From Capital in 
New Offensive Against 
Loyalists in San Martin 
Region. 


THREE COLUMNS 
MOVE TOGETHER 


Two of Them Complete 
Gains of Nine Miles— 
Two Government Planes 
Shot Down During the 
Fighting. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN MARTIN DE vVALDEIG- 
LESIAS, Spain, Oct. 15—PFascist 
troops, in a new offensive, advanced 
to a point 25 miles west of Madrid 
today. Three columns under Gen, 
Jose Varela took part in the drive, 
Now the red and yellow flag of 
the rebels waves above the Al. 
berche River near the village of 
Aldea del Fresno, only nine miles 
from the strategic center of Naval. 
carnero. 

Two Madrid planes were 
down during the advance. 
One column of steel-helmeted 
regulars pushed forward 13 miles 
under Gen. Varela’s personal com- 


mand. 

Another column, under Col. 
Handsche Castejon, reached Cha- 
pineria, nine miles east of San Mar- 
tin. 

The third column, under Col, 
Barron, struck northward from 
Santa Cruz del Retamar, on the 
Maqueda-Madrid road, in another 
nine-mile advance. 


Tanks and Armored Cars. 


Trucks, tanks and armored cars 
moved ahead during the offensive, 
in which Gen. Varela sought not 
only to pursue the retreating Gov- 
ernment troops but to block their 
retreat. Insurgent planes were on 
patrol duty. 

The offensive began at 5 a. m., 
yesterday. The Associated Press 
correspondent, reaching the road 
junction midway between Almorox 
and San Martin in the General's 
party, found the column already 
started toward the Alberche River. 
Two hours later, two insurgent 
airplanes engaged three Govern- 
ment planes directly above the com- 
mand post. 

The planes banked, looped and 
twisted. Machine gun fire could 
be heard. 

Suddenly, out shot a human form, 
A pilotiess plane crashed on the 
side of the hill Wreckage was 
thrown for yards around. 

Then came the parachute. Pull- 
ing desperately on the ropes, the 
pilot sought to avoid landing on the 
Fascist command post. As he 
reached the 500-foot level two re- 
volver shots were fired and the 
man slumped in his straps. 
“Suicide!” said the 
Fascists below. 

The parachute drifted to earth in 
a wooded, rocky spot and the in- 
surgents started a search. All they 
found was a blood-stained para- 
chute. Apparently, they said, the 
aviator had saved his life by sim- 
ulating suicide in the air. 


Crash of Second Plane. 


A second Government 
crashed four miles away. 

Later, Gen. Varela, wrapped in a 
large cape, stood at the front lines 
in a cold wind, looking across the 
Alberche River at the retreating 
Government militiamen. 

At the river, the Fascists found 
the bridge dynamited and engaged 
in a machine gun fight. 

Soon the three columns should 
be united for the attack on Naval- 
carnero, the next objective. 

The Fascists also pushed toward 
the capital from the northeast. A 
column was advancing from Sig- 
uenza toward Guadalajara, only 
about 35 miles from Madrid, said

Japan decided to continue the sec- 
tion indefinitely. The three Powers 
agreed to embody the clause, which 
limits the activities of submarines, 
in a separate protocol. 

At least two other nations— 
France and Italy—have consented 
recently to participate in the new 
accord. 

Great Britain, it was understood, 
intends to invite additional coun- 
tries—possibly Germany, Russia, 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark— 
to adhere to the submarine clause. 
The date for formal signature of 
the document, at London, has not 
been set. 


The new protocol would extend 
Section Four of the naval treaty 
which expires Jan. 1, 1937. In two 
divisions, the signatories would bind 
themselves to observe rules of in- 
ternational law under which sur- 
face vessels operate. In addition, 
they would agree to accept these 
specific regulations governing the 
use of submarines: 

Undersea craft: Except in the 
case of persistent refusal to stop 
on being duly summoned, or .of 
active resistance to visit or search 
—may not “sink or render inca- 
pable of navigation a merchant 
vessel without having first placed 
passengers, crews and ship’s papers 
in a place of safety.”

Chicago Mayor Gives Roosevelt 
A Big Show; Crowds by Hundreds 
Of Thousands and Lots of Noise 


In Address President Assures Business Men 


He Believes in Private 


Enterprise—Reminds 


Them of What They Owe New Deal.

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Mayor Kel- 
ly’s Democratic machine last night 
put on such a demonstration for 
President Roosevelt as has rarely 
been seen before even in this city 
of superlatives. 

Certainly it. topped anything so 
far in the present campaign. For 
five miles the President rode in an 


open car through streets so crowded 
that only a narrow lane was left, 
the cheering swelling in volume un- 
til, as the presidential party neared 
thé Chicago Stadium, it became a 
deafening roar of sound. 

The President’s talk was an as- 
surance to business men that he be- 
lieves in private enterprise and in- 
dividual initiative within certain 
broad limits of governmental con- 
trol. He reminded them, too, of 
how much of their present prosper- 
ity they owe to the New Deal. 

But the crowd had come not so 
much to hear him as to see him, 
and what he said seemed somehow 
lost in the vastness of the welcome 
he received. More than 100,000 
marchers had passed through the 
streets in a Democratic procession 
earlier in the evening, and these 
marchers, dressed in every kind of 
costume and holding up a bewilder- 
ing variety of Roosevelt sign., stood 
just behind the police lines to watch 
the President go by. 

Shower of Confetti. 

They were out to have a large 
time and they had it. Every kind 
of band—bagpipes, piano accor- 
dions, jazz, fife and drum, bugle 
corps—lined the narrow lane of 
humanity through which the presi- 
dential party passed. As the party 
turned off of Michigan boulevard 
into West Madison street the mass 
of people became denser and nois- 
ier. They shrieked from roof tops; 
they sang and danced; they leaned 
from tenement window and loft 
window to wave and shout. And 
all the time a rain of torn paper 
fluttered down, like gray snow in 
the half-lighted streets. - 

Not the least remarkable thing 
about the demonstration on the 
way to the Stadium was the hostili- 
ty shown toward the Chicago Tri- 
bune and, in a lesser degree, 
toward William Randolph Hearst's 
Chicago Herald-Examiner. Be- 
cause news photographers with 
their cameras were perched on the 
outside of nearly every car, the 
crowd could spot the press. 

“‘Where’s the Tribune; down with 
the Tribune;” was shouted along 
the entire line of march, but par- 
ticularly on West Madison street in 
the poorer quarter. “To hell with 
the Tribune” was another cry heard 
repeatedly and sometimes the boo- 
ing was sustained for a block or 
more as the cars containing report- 
ers passed along. “Down with 
Hearst” was another war cry, and 
frequently the crowd shouted, 
“print the truth for a _ change.” 
Others shouted on behalf of the 
Chicago Times, a tabloid paper 
which has given Roosevelt fervent 
support. 

Faking of Picture Charged. 

One immediate cause of the hos- 
tile demonstration—it was no less 
than that—against the Tribune was 
the appearance, according to a 
charge made by the Chicago Times, 
of an alleged faked anti-New Deal ’ 
photograph in the Tribune. The 
photograph was of a ragpicker sup- 
posedly picking up Roosevelt cam- 
paign buttons flung aside in the 
street. The Times charged that 
the ragpicker had been paid 25 
cents to pose for the picture. 

At a number of places persons in 
the crowd struck out at news pho- 
tographers with the canes they had 
carried in the political parade and 
with sticks to which posters had 
been affixed. The booing was part 
of the holiday spirit that moved 
the throng but there could be no 
doubt of the feeling behind the hos- 
tile demonstration. 

At the Stadium another crowd, 
estimated at more than 100,000, 
threatened to break through police 
lines. The entire front of the Sta- 
dium was illuminated by huge cal- 
cium flares, and ear-splitting bombs 
burst overhead. .It was with great 
difficulty that a way was forced 
for the President’s car and when 
he appeared on the platform a sea 
of sound surged up, seeming to 
overwhelm him by its intensity. For 
once the famous Roosevelt com- 
posure appeared shaken and it was 
not until he began to speak that he 
slipped into his customary. confi- 
dent manner. 

Kelly Outdoes Hague. 

Mayor Kelly told friends a week 
ago that he would put on a show 
long to be remembered. He was 
anxious particularly to excel the 
demonstration staged for the Presi- 
dent in Jersey City, N. J..10 days 
ago by Mayor Frank Hague, Dem- 
ocratic boss of that State. And 
there could be no doubt that he 
succeeded. 

Kelly introduced the President 
and at every sentence was inter- 
rupted by wild cheering. 

“For all these things,” Kelly said, 
enumerating New Deal achieve- 
ments, “the country should thank 
God for Roosevelt.” Again the 
crowd burst out with wild ap- 
plause. 

As the President stepped toward 
the microphone a new ovation 
broke out, although Kelly had plead- 
ed with the audience not to inter- 
rupt the speaker because of the 


| limitations on the radio time. 


Mayor Dickmann of St. Louis, 


who rode to Chicago on the presi- 


dential special train, occupied a 


place of honor in the front row of 
the platform. 
Addresses Business. 

As he has done with other classes, 
the President, in his speech, called 
the roll of benefits which, he said, 
his administration has dispensed to 
business. Farmers, miners, indus- 
trial workers, all have heard the 
President tell what New Veal mil- 
lions have meant in bringing about 
renewed prosperity. 

Business men had their turn last 
night. Democratic leaders here 
have long been concerned over the 
disaffection among small merchants 
and the white collar class in gen- 
eral. The President went a long 
way to reassure them. 

“I believe,” said the President, 
in an all inclusive declaration of 
faith toward the close of his speech, 
“in individualism, I believe in it in 
the arts, the sciences and profes- 
sions. I believe in it in business. 
I believe in individualism-in all of 
these things—up to the point where 
the individualist starts to operate 
at the expense of society. Amer- 
ican: business men do not believe 
in it. beyond that point. We have 
all suffered in the past from in- 
dividualism run wild—society has 
suffered and business has suffered.” 

The President had said earlier in 
his speech that his administration 
“fought to break the deadly grip 
which monopoly has in the past 
been able to fasten on the business 
of the nation.” 

Wealth Under Corporate Control. 

‘Without specifying what steps 
had been taken against monopoly, 
he went on to describe the situa- 
tion that he said existed before 
March, 1933, in the years of “false 
prosperity,” when half of the in- 
dustrial wealth had come under 
the control of “less than 200 huge 
corporations.” 

Although he did not state it as a 
fact in so many words, the Presi- 
dent led his listeners to believe 
that all that was changed with the 
advent of the New Deal. In the 
same way in most of his platform 
speeches during the present tour he 
has suggested that the present 
prosperity is more secure than that 
of 1922 to 1928. 

“Some people say that all this 
recovery has just happened,” the 
President said, addressing business 
men in the audience directly. “But 
in a complicated modern world re- 
coveries from depressions do not 
just happen. The years from 1929 
to 1933, when we waited for recov- 
ery just to happen, proves the 
point.” : 

The President put great stress 
on the phrase “just to happen” and 
drew a storm of applause from the 
huge audience. From this point he 
went on to point out in detail what 
government spending has meant to 
business. 

“Train Back on the Rails.” 

“Money began going round 
again,” said the President when he 
had checked off the list of bene- 
fits flowing from the New Deal. 
“The dollars paid out by Govern- 
ment were spent in the stores and 
shops of the nation; and spent 
again to the wholesaler; and spent 
again to the factory; and spent 
again to the wage earner; and then 
spent again in another store and 
shop. The wheels of business be- 
gan to turn again; the train was 
back on the rails.” 

In, describing the country’s plight 
in 1933, the President had compared 
it to an engine derailed by a brok- 
en axle. The New Dea! repaired 
the break, put it back on the tracks 
and now “the train of American 
business is moving ahead,” he said. 
As is his custom, the President had 
tested this figure of speech on two 
or three Illinois crowds at back 
platform talks during the afternoon. 

The capacity of the stadium is 
26,000 but Democratic leaders said 
that nearly 30,0% persons were 
crammed in by the time the Presi- 
dent began to read his address. 

In telling of the gains for which 
business should be thankful, the 
President recalled that stocks and 
bonds are up to five and six-year 
highs and that industrial and earn- 
ings and industrial. profits are “the 
highest in four, six or even seven 
years,” 

“Your Government,” the President 
deciared, “takes some credit for 
that.” 

On Saving Private Enterprise. 

“Behind the-growing recovery of 
today,” the President went on, “is 
a story of deliberate Government 
acceptance of responsibility to save 
business—to save the American sys- 
tem of private enterprise and eco- 
nomic democracy—a record un- 
equalled by any government in his- 
tory.” 

Toward the close of his speech, 
one of the longest he has delivered 
on the present tour, the President 
repeated what he has said at least 
a half dozen times during the past 
week regarding the solvency of the 
Government, answering, the attack 
led by Col, Frank Knox, Republican 
candidate for Vice-President. 

The net Federal debt today, the 
President said, is lower in propor- 
tion to the wealth of the nation 
than it was on March 4, 1933. Be- 
fore numerous audiences the Presi- 
dent has declared that by borrow- 
ing eight billions the administra- 
tion has succeeded in increasing the 
annual national income by 22 bil- 
lions, 

The President asked why the 
Hoover administration had done 
nothing to check the depression 
and answering his own question. 
He said it was because it was “high- 
finance-minded—manned and con- 
trolled by a handful of men who in 
turn — and by one financial 
device or another took their toll

“Tet me make one simple state- 
ment,” he added. “When I refer to 

h finance I am not talking about 
or all great cor- 
or all multi- 
millionaires—any more than Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, in using the term

were ‘malefactors. I do not even 
imply that the majority of them 
are bad citizens. The opposite is 
true.” 

Throughout his speech the Presi- 
dent sought to make this distinc 
tion—between monopolists seeking 
absolute economic power and busi- 
ness men, large and small, who be- 
lieve in free competitive enterprise. 

The President left immediately 
after the address for his train and 
retired almost at once. The speech 
had been hard work. During the 
40 minutes that he spoke sweat 
poured off his face. The presiden- 
tial special pulled out of the sta- 
tion for Grand Rapids, Mich., short- 
ly before midnight.

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Text of Roosevelt’ 


s Chicago Speech 


Upholding Private Enterprise But 
Recalling U. S. Aid to Business 


President Draws Comparison 


Between 


Financial Collapse of 1933 and Present 
Improved Financial Condition. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—The text of President Roosevelt's address here 


last night follows: 

Four years ago I dropped into 
this city from the airways—an old 
friend come in a new way-—to ac- 
cept in this hal] the nomination for 
the Presidency of the United States. 
I came to a Chicago fighting with 
its back to the . wall—factories 
closed, markets silent, banks shaky, 
ships and trains empty. Today 
those factories sing the song of in- 
dustry—markets hum with bustling 
movement, banks are secure; ships 
and trains are running full. Once 
again it is Chicago as Carl Sand- 
burg saw it—‘The city of the big 
shoulders”’—the city that smiles. 
And with Chicago a whole nation 
that had not been cheerful for 
years is full of cheer once more. 

On this trip through the nation I 
have talked to farmers, I have 
talked to miners, I have talked 
to industrial workers — and in 
all that I have seen and heard 
one fact has been as clear as crys- 
tal—that they are part and parcel 
of a rounded whole, and that none 
of them can succeed in their chosen 
occupations if those in the other 
occupations fail in their prosperity. 

have driven home that point. 

Queries Business Men. 

Tonight I give the same message 
to the business men of America— 
to those who make and sell the 
processed goods the nation uses and 
to the men and women who work 
for them. 

To them I say: : 

Do you have a deposit in the 
bank? It is safer today than it 
has ever been in our history. It is 
guaranteed. Last October first 
marked the end of the first full 
year in 55 years without a single 
failure of a national bank in the 
United States. Isn't that on the 
credit side of the Government’s 
account with you? 

Are you an investor? Your stocks 
and bonds are up to five and six- 
year high levels. 

Are you a merchant? Your mar- 
kets have the precious lifeblood of 
purchasing power. Your customers 
on the farms have better incomes 
and smaller debts. Your customers 
in the cities have more jobs, surer 
jobs, better jobs. Didn’t your Gov- 
ernment have something to do with 
that? 

Factory and Rail Earnings. 

Are you in industry? Industrial 
earnings, industrial profits are the 
highest in four, six or even seven 


years! Bankruptcies are at a new 
low. Your Government takes some 
credit for that. 

Are you in railroads? Freight 
loadings are steadily going up. Pas- 
sengér receipts are steadily going 
up—have in some cases doubled— 
because your Government made the 
railroads cut rates and make 
money. 

Are you a middleman in the great 
stream of farm products? The 
meat and grain that move through 
your yards and elevators have a 
steadier supply, a steadier demand 
and steadier. prices than you have 
known for years. And your Govern- 
ment is trying to keep it that way. 


Acceptance of Responsibility. 


Some people say that all this re- 
eovery has just happened. But in 
a complicated modern world recov- 
eries from depressions do not just 
happen. The years from 1929 to 
1933 when we waited for recovery 
just to happen, proves the point. 

But in 1933 we did not wait. We 
acted. Behind the growing recovery 
of today is a story of deliberate 
government acceptance of respon- 
sibility to save business—to save

—a record unequaled by any gov- 
ernment in history. 


“Nothing Had Been Done.” 
What had the previous admin- 
istration in Washington donw for 


four years? Nothing. Why? For 
a very fundamental reason. That 


minded—nor agriculturally-minded 
—nor business-minded. It was high- 
finance-minded—manned and con- 
trolled by a handful of men who 
in turn controlled, and by one fi- 
nancial device or another took their 
toll from the greater part of all 
other business and industry. 

Let me make one simple state- 
ment. When I refer to high finance 
IL am not talking about all great 
bankers, or all great corporation 
executives, or all multimillionaires 
—any more than Theodore Roose- 
velt, in using the term “malefac- 
tors of great wealth” implied that 
all men of great wealth were “male- 
factors.” I do not even imply that 
the majority of them are bad citi- 
zens. The opposite is true. 


Speaking of Minority. 
Just in the same way, the over- 
whelming majority of businessmen 
in this country are good citizens and 


the proportion of those who are 
not is probably about the same pro- 
portion as in the other occupations 
and professions of life. 

When I speak of high finance as 
a harmful factor in recent years; I 
am speaking about a minority 
which includes the type of individ- 
ual who speculates with other peo- 
ple’s money—and you in Chicago 
know the kind I refer to—and also 
the type of individual who says 


that popular government cannot be 


trusted and, therefore, that the 
control of business of all kinds— 
and, indeed, of government itself 
—should be vested in the hands of 
one hundred or two hundred all- 
wise individuals controlling the 
purse-strings of the nation. 

High finance of. THIS type re- 
fused to permit Government credit 
to go directly to the industrialist, 
to the businessman, to the home- 
owner, to the farmer. They wanted 
it to trickle down from the top, 
through the intricate arrangements 
which they controlled and by which 
they were able to levy tribute on 
every business in the land. 

VYhey did not want interest rates 
to be reduced by the use of Govern- 
ment funds—for that would affect 
the rate of interest which they 
themselves wanted to charge. They 
did not want Government supervi- 
sion over financial markets through 
which they manipulated their mo- 
nopolies with other people’s money. 

Government Only Stood By. 

And in the face of their demands 
that Government do nothing that 
THEY called “unsound,” the Gov- 
ernment, hypnotized by its indebt- 
edness to them, stood by and let 
the depression drive industry and 
business toward bankruptcy. 
America is an economic unit. 
New means and methods of trans- 
portation and communications have 
made us economically as well as po- 
litically a single nation. Because 
kidnapers and bank robbers could 
in a high-powéred car, speed across 
State lines it became necessary, in 
order to protect our people, to in- 
voke the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 
In the same way speculators and 
manipulators from across state lines 
and regardless of state laws, have 
lured the unsuspecting and the un- 
wary to financial destruction. In 
the same way across state lines, 
there have been built up intricate 
corporate structures, piling bond 
upon stock and stock @ipon bond— 
huge monopolies which were stif- 
ling independent business and pri- 
vate enterprise. 

There was no power under heav- 
en that could protect the people 
against that sort of thing except a 
people’s government at Washing- 
ton. All that this administration 
has done, all that it proposes to 
do—and this it does propose to do 
—is to use every power and au- 
thority of the Federal Government 
to protect the conmtmerce of Amer- 
ica from the selfish forces which 
ruined it. 

Only One Thought in Mind. 

Always, month in and month out, 
during these three and a half years, 
your Government has had but one 
sign on its desk—‘“Seek only the 
greater good of the greater num- 
ber of Americans.” And in ap- 
praising the record, remember two 
things. First, this administration 
was called upon to act after a 
previous administration and all the 
combined forces of private enter- 
prise had failed. Secondly, in spite 
of all the demand for speed, the 
complexity of the problem and al) 
the vast sums of money involved, 
we have had no Teapot Dome. 

We found when we came to 
Washington in 1933 that the busi- 
ness and industry of the nation 
were like a train which had gone 
off the rails into a ditch. Our first 
jo’. Was to get it out of the ditch 
and start it up the track again as 
far as the shops. Our next job 
was to repair it—the broken axles 
which had gotten it off the road, 


down by gross misuse. 

What Business Men Demanded. 
What was it that the average 
businessman wanted government to 


do for him—to do im 

ve. mediately in

——— we did it.

did it. 

3—Increase the purchasing power 
of his customers on the farms— 
and we did it. 

4—Decrease interest rates, power 
rates and transportation rates—and 
we did it. 

5—Protect him from the losses 
due to crime, bank robbers, kidnap- 
ers, blackmailers—and we did it. 

How did we do it? By a sound 
monetary policy which raised prices. 
By reorganizing the banks of the 
nation and insuring their deposits. 
By bringing the businessmen of the 
nation together and encouraging 
them to pay higher wages, to 
shorten working hours, and to dis- 
courage that minority among their 
own members who were engaging 
in unfair competition and unethical 
practices. 

Through the AAA, through our 
cattle buying program, through our 
program of drouth reliefiand flood 
relief, through the farm credit ad- 
ministration, we raised the income 
of the customers of business who 
lived on the farms. By our program 
to provide work for the unem- 
ployed, by our CCC camps, and 
other measures, greater purchas- 
ing power was given to those who 
lived in our cities. 


Spent in Shops and Stores. 
Money began going ‘round again. 
The dollars paid out by Government 
were spent in the stores and shops 


of that nation; and spent again to 
the wholesaler; and spent again to 
the factory; and spent again to the 
wage-earner; and then spent again 
in another store and shop. The 
wheels of business began to turn 
again; the train was back on the 
rails, 

Mind you, it did not get out of 
the ditch itself, it was hauled out 
by your Government. : 

And we hagled it along the road. 
PWA, WPA, beth provided normal 
and useful employment for hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars got 
into circulation when we liquidated 
the assets of closed banks through 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration. Millions more when we 
loaned money for home building 
and home financing through the 
Federal Housing Program.. Hun- 
dreds of millions more in loans and 
grants to enable municipalities to 
build needed improvements. Hun- 
dreds of millions more through the 
CCC, 

What It Meant to Nation. 

I am not going to talk tonight 
about how much our program to 
provide work for the unemployed“ 


meant to the Nation as a whole. 
That cannot be measured in dol- 


lars and cents. It can be measured 
only in terms of the preservation 
of the families of America. 

But so far as business goes, it 
can be measured in terms of sales 
made and goods moving. 

The train of American business 
is moving ahead. 


But you people. know what I 
mean when I say it was clear that 
if the train is to run smoothly again 
the cars will have to be loaded 
more evenly. We have made a 
definite start in getting the train 
loaded more evenly, in order that 
axles may not break again. 


For example we have provided a 
sounder and cheaper money mar- 
ket and a sound banking and se- 
curities system. You business men 
know how much legitimate busi- 
ness you lost because your custom- 
ers were robbed by fake securities 
or impoverished by shaky banks. 

Have Kept Prices Up. 

By our monetary policy we have 
kept prices up and lightened the 
burden of debt. It is easier to get 
credit. It is easier to repay. 

We have encouraged cheaper 
power for the small factory owner 
to lower his cost of production. 

We have given the business man 
cheaper transportation rates. 

But above all, we have fought to 
break the deadly grip which mo- 
nopoly has in the past been able 
to fasten on the business of the 
nation. 

Because we cherished our sys- 
tem of private property and free 
enterprise and were determined to 
preserve it as the foundation of 
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our traditional American system, 
we recalled the warning of Thom- 
as Jefferson. that “widespread pov- 
erty and concentrated wealth can- 
not long endure side by side in a 
democracy.” 

Our job was to preserve the Amer- 
ican ideal of economic as well as 
political democracy, against the 
abuse of concentration of economic 
power that had been insidiously 
growing up among us in the last 50 
years, particularly during the 12 
years of preceding administrations. 
Free economic enterprise was be- 
ing weeded out at an alarming 
pace. 

Multitude of Failures. 


During those years of false pros- 
perity and during the more recent 
years of exhausting depression, one 
business after another, one small 
corporation. after another, their re- 
sources depleted, had failed or had 
fallen into the lap of a bigger com- 
petitor. 

A dangerous thing was happen- 
ing. Half of the industrial corpor- 
ate wealth of the country had come 
under the control of less than two 
hundred huge corporations. That 
is not all. These huge corporations 
in some cases did mot even try to 
compete. with each other. They 
themselves were tied fogether by 
interlocking directors, interlocking 
bankers, interlocking lawyers. 

This concentration of wealth and 
power has been built upon other 
people’s money, other people’s busi- 
ness, other people’s labor. Under 
this concentration independent 
business was allowed to exist only

It has been a men- 
ace to the social system as well as 
the economic system which we call 
American Democracy. 

“System Without Excuse.” 
There is no excuse for it in the 
cold terms of industrial efficiency. 
There is no excuse for it from 
the point of view of the average in- 
vestor. 

There is no excuse for it from 
the point of view of the independent 
business man. 

I believe, I have always believed, 
and I will always believe in pri- 
vate enterprise as the backbone of 
economic well-being in America. 

But I know, and you know, and 
every independent business man 
who has had to struggle against 
the competition of monopolies 
knows, that this concentration of 
economic power in all-embracing 
corporations does not represent 
private enterprise as we Americans 
cherish it and propose to foster it. 
On the contrary, it represents pri- 
vate enterprise become a kind of 
private government which is a pow- 
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er unto itself—a regimentation of 
other people’: money and other peo- 
ple’s lives

for herds of goats. The lilac, about 
two feet tall, grew high up on wind- 
swept hills, and may conceivably 
lose its dwarfed form under culti- 
vation. 

Specimens of the ivy only were 
brought to Shaw's Garden, the oth- 
ers being under care at the Arnold 
Arboretum of Harvard University.

The “cloud over our economic 
life” was next discussed by Dr. 
Jones, who gave his formula of the 
reason for unemployment. “Labor 
produces more than the workers 
can buy back, a surplus accrues to 


the investor of capital, and he can 
invest only in more production, 
which becomes over-production, gna 
brings unemployment and depfes- 
sion.” <A co-operative society, he 
declared, would be the solution of 
the present problem of distribu- 
tion. | 

The “cloud” of race relationships 
was described, with references to 
the speaker’s first-hand contact with 
the race problems of India and 
South Africa. Not as a solution, 
but as an expression of the church’s 
attitude, he urged that white per- 
sons should become members of Ne- 
gro churches, and that Negroes 
should be welcomed to membership 
in white churches. 

Dr. Jones then pictured the “cloW®” 
of sectarian divisions in the church. 
Here, he said, he spoke as present- 
ing his own views, not any official 
pronouncement of the National 
Preaching Mission. He presented, 
as aims to be attained, unity, equal- 
ity and continued diversity of ex- 
pression. 

Says Labels Should Be Dropped. 

“Since we all belong to Christ,” 
he said, “we should all belong to 
the Church of Christ, and drop la- 
bels as special churches. Why can 
we. not have the Church of Christ 
in America, with its branches, the 
Presbyterian’ branch, the Episcopal 
branch, the Lutheran branch, the 
Salvation Army branch and the 
rest. Only we would put the words 


‘Church of Christ in America’ in 
large letters, and the branch names 
in smaller letters; and as the years 
went on those letters might get still 
smaller, and some day they might 
be forgotten altogether, 


“The various branches could con- 
tinue, so long as they wished, to 
have their varied forms of church 
government, episcopal, synodical or 
congregational, and to practice such 
forms of baptism as they chose. 
What would be the standard of rec- 
ognition? What else could it be 
than the confession of Peter, ‘Thou 
are the Christ, the Son of the living 
God’? Any group of people accept- 
ing that confession would be a 
branch of the Church of Christ, 
though that does not mean that we 
would all approve everything in 
their beliefs or practices. The next 
great step is to come together.” 


In the final portion of the dis- 
course, Dr. Jones urged hearers to 
remove the “cloud of divided wills 
and divided souls.” He declared that 
“If everybody in this hall should de- 
cide to be wholly for Jesus, this city 
would soon be a different place.” He 
appealed for personal work, with 
the motto, “Each one reach one.” 
The distribution and. signing of 
cards, with expressions of conver- 
sion or renewed Christian loyalty, 
followed. The mission closed with 


the singing of “Just As I Am”. and. 


“Blest Be the Tie That Binds.” 
The four-day Mission, Sunday af- 


ternoon~ to - last ‘night, inclusive, 
comprised about 120 meetings, 
speaking appointments, aside from 
radio talks. The Rev. Dr. A. H. 
Armstrong, executive secretary of 
the Church Federation, made an 
estimate of a total attendance of 
85,000 at the meetings, 30,000 of 
these being in high schools and 
colleges. There were no duplica- 
tions in the school number; for the 
rest, it was impossible to estimate 
the number of duplications, as 
many persons attended more than 
one meeting.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 15.—Charles 
“Chuck” Dressen signed a one-year 
contract today to continue as man- 
ager of the Cincinnati Reds baseball 
club. 

Warren Giles, newly appointed 
‘general manager, announced the 
fiery little manager had been given 
a raise in salary in appreciation of 
his success in two years in boosting 
the Red sfrom eighth place to fifth 
in the National League. Terms of 
the contract were not disclosed. 

Over in New York Broadway was 
toying today with an old fantastic 
rumor and a new set of fancy fig- 
ures. 

The rumor was that George M. 
Cohan, actor, dramatic author, man- 
ager, composer and incurable base- 
ball addict, was still interested in 
buying the Brooklyn Dodgers. 

The figures were that world 
series fans had poured $300,000 into 
Broadway and that this was partly 
responsible for the early season 
theatrical boom. 

A Laugh to George. 

Obviously, there Was no way to 
check the figures, and Cohan mere- 
ly laughed at the rumor. 

“IT think I could make a lot of 
dough with them on Broadway,” he 
said of the Dodgers. 

Fantastic as it sounds, there 
really is some basis for the rumor. 
Cohan at one time was definitely 
in the market to buy the New York 
Giants, and three years ago his 
name was mentioned in connection 
with a deal to buy the Dodgers. 
On the other hand, Cohan at 58 is 
not likely to be starting in a new 
business. 

The Cohan story is just another 
unconfirmed rumor in the Brooklyn 
situation.

With another tough game _ in 
prospect, the St. Louis University 
Billikens departed at noon today for 
Grand Forks, N. D., where, Satur- 
day, they oppose ‘the strong North 
Dakota University eleven in the 
second of a home-and-home series 
inaugurated last year when the Da- 
kotans nosed the Billikens out here 
by a score of 7 to 6. It will be the 
fourth game of the season for St.

The Da- 
kotans have held their State con- 
ference championship for several 
successive years and have won the 
four games they have played this 
season, gaining a victory over the 
Iowa State Teachers, a team which 
tied Iowa State, the latter defeat- 
ing Kansas by a decisive margin. 
So there certainly is nothing set- 
uppish in the nature of the Billi- 
kens’ assignment in the North. 

The Dakota line is reported espe- 
cially strong and the chances are 
that Coach Muellerleile will direct 
his men to stress an air-attack. 
This department hasn't been espe- 
cially brilliant in execution thus 
far this season but, in the last min- 
utes of the game against Mar- 
quette, several passes with Dave 
Ruhl and Carl Totsch as receivers 
and Ralph Hemp as chief passer 
resulted in the Billikens’ only touch- 
down. 

Hopes for Better Kicking. 

From the present outlook, the 
St. Louis team to start against Da- 
kotoa will be ten-elevenths the 
same as that which opened against 
Marquette. Herrmany for Kloep- 
per will be the only exception now 
that Center Gorman’s injured el- 
bow has so greatly improved with 
treatment. Many St. Louis reserves | 
will get into the action with Kele- 
man probably relieving Vollmer, 
Hemp and Totsch taking over half- 
back posts, Ruhl] going to one flank 
and Elmer Best probably relieving 
Cianciolo. Rossini, Ben Putnam 
Drone and Herrmany may play the 
whole 60 minutes. 

Coach Muellerleile is hoping for 
a big improvement in the kicking.

Against the 
Iowa Teachers, Pollard made all 
three touchdowns in the 19-to-0 vic- 
tory, including in his dashes for 
groundage one sprint of 70 and an- 
other for 50 yards. Scouts declare 
him the most serious Dakota 
threat and the Billikens have. been 
devising ways and means of stop- 
ping him all this week. 

The heaviest man on either team 
will be the Dakota center, Macken- 
roth, who weighs 230 pounds. The 
other heavy Dakotans are C. Gai- 
nor, an end, and Blanchette, full- 
back. Each of these men weigh 
an even 200. But, all the Northern- 
ers are sizeable, only Campbell, 
158-pound halfback, being in the 
pony class. 


Bills Must Tighten Defense. 

Coach Muellerleile of St. Louis | 
realizes that victory can come only | 
if his Billikens are “at the peak.’

Fritz Pollard, left halfback 


and Olympic hurdler, does not land on everybody's All-America team 
before he graduates, grid followers up this way will unanimously 
agree that it takes more than ability to land the honor. 


C. A. West, head football coach 
at North Dakota, who has seen 
them come and go for 20 years of 
grid tutoring, who has seen all- 
America backs in every section of 
the country, and whose Sioux clubs 
have played in the East five times, 
in the far South four times and on 
the West Coast once in eight years, 
says Pollard is the perfect halfback. 


Greatest “Natural.” 


The greatest natural athlete this 
section ever has seen, the son of 
the former Brown University all- 
America back on two of Walter 
Camp’s teams, is a finished football 
player as a sophomore, for he is 
in his first year of varsity com- 
petition. 

Weighing close to 180 pounds 
this fall, the blinding speed that 
landed him a place next to Speck 
Towns as America’s second fastest 
high hurdler, gives Fritz terrific 
drive when he carries the ball and 
blocks, but his greatest asset is elu- 
siveness. Pollard is an instinctive 
runner, who senses openings before 
he sees them, while his ®owerful 
legs make it almost impossible for 
one man to hold him in a tackle. 

Pollard was not a good punter or 
passer when he reported this fall, 
but he has developed so rapidly he 
now stands out in both departments 
and has doubled his value to the 
team, while at the same time in- 
creasing his efficiency as a runner. 
His passing is especially effective,

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
TORONTO, Oct. 15. — Charles 
Dunning, Finance Minister, is 
frankly informing Canadians that 
his budget will carry increased 


taxes next spring. 
Only by cutting expenses and 


calling for greater sacrifices by the 

taxpayers can the budget be bal- 

anted, says Dunning. He regards 

this as the most important task of 
‘ the Dominion Government. 

“You may as well face it,” he 
said in a recent address in Prince 
Edward Island. 

If the country is to achieve sol- 
vency, it must regulate expendi- 
tures by income, he said. 

Dunning does not agree that the 
balanced budget is a survival of an- 
tiquated financing methods, that 
this modern age has found any new 
way of hoisting an individual—or 
a nation—out of financial difficul- 
ties by his bootstraps. 

Noting that the Dominion was 
definitely on its way to renewed 
prosperity, Dunning praised the 
confidence that Canadians have 
shown in themselves: in overcoming 
their economic troubles, and likened 
their spirit to that shown by the 
people of Great Britain, where busi- 
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Wy OSE first birthday was celebrated at the home of his parents, 
the Duke and Duchess of Kent, in Iver, England. 


ness recovery had come more be- 
cause of confidence than because 
any Government policy increased 
trade. 

Plan Upset by Drouth. 
During the last session of Parlia- 
ment the Government budgeted for 
a deficit of $100,000,000—$62,000,000 
lower than the previous year’s. Un- 
til last June the situation looked 
hopeful. Then drouth struck West- 
ern Canada, and its blow was felt 
from coast to coast. 

Finances which would have come 
from transportation of wheat, where 
the annual yield had been 200,000,- 
000 bushels, were lost. The purchas- 
ing power of 200,000 persons was 
cut, and unemployment created. 
Dunning said the drouth was “a 
terrible handicap,” but he was 
hopeful that before the year’s end 
other factors would offset the dam- 
age, which imposed a severe drain 
on Federal, provincial and munici- 
pal treasuries. 

The fact that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment is down $159,989,000 for 
the fiscal year ending March 31 
shows why Dunning is warning of 
new taxation. 

Carrying charges on the national 
debt of $3,492,893,000 total $134, 
549,000. ° 
Another burden forced on the 


taxpayers is a payment of $102,047,- 
000 for relief, public works, equali- 
zation payments on the 1930 wheat 
crop and losses of the 1930 wheat 
pool stabilization operations. Help- 
ing the provinces pay their relief 
bills has been the Dominion’s 
biggest expenditure. 
Provinces Share Burden. 


With the glaring exception of Al- 
berta, the provinces have done their 
best to shoulder as much of the 
load as they are able. Saskatche- 
wan obtained an agreement, involv- 
ing sacrifices on both sides, with 
mortgage and other loan companies 
to whom drouth-stricken and other 
farmers were heavily indebted. 

The Saskatchewan Government 


‘Maintains that the most satisfactory 


method of debt adjustment is that 
of negotiation and agreement to 
preserve the province’s. credit. 
Across: its western border, in the 
social credit wonderland of Premier 
William Aberhard, the investing 
public throughout Canada has been 
robbed of tens of millions of dollars 


by repudiation of debts. 

Quebec is also helping Dunning 
by slashing expenditures and seek- 
ing British capital for investment 
by floating a loan. Negotiations are 
under way with English financial 
interests. Premier Maurice Dup- 
lessis is busy “housecleaning” after 
the exit of the Taschereau admin- 
istration, and announces drastic 
economies. Apparently he believes 
this action alope will achieve the 
end sought by Dunning, for he be- 
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lieves there is too much taxation 
in Quebec. 


To Call in Tax Experts. 

“Our first step will be to reduce 
taxation, not increase it,” Duplessis 
said in announcing plans to “repair 
Some of the damage done by the 
last administration.” 
The Government will obtain the 
services of experts to review the 
taxation system so ds “to assure 
the necessary revenue for the oper- 
ation of the province's affairs, and 
also to guarantee the taxpayer 
equitable distribution of taxes.”

HELP BRING ABOUT 
NEW SOCIAL ORDER 


This Is Subject of the Rey.

Seminar.

AS MEDIATOR FOR 
HAVES AND HAVENOTS 


Speaker Suggests Regulat- 
ing Struggle Between 
Want and Riches So 


Neither Would Win. 


How the Christian Church might 
play an important part in bringing 
about a new social order, by play- 


ing the role of a mediator between 
the haves and the have-nots, was 
outlined yesterday by the Rev. Al- 
bert Edward Day, pastor of Mount 
Vernon Place Methodist Church, 
Baltimore. 
Dr. Day spoke at the final semi- 
nar held at Pilgrim Congregational 
Church in connection with the clos- 
ing sessions of the National Preach- 
ing Mission. 
He declined to assume the role of 
a prophet and give a detailed blue- 
print of a new order, but he took 
for granted that his audience real- 
ized that he meant one in which 
there would be a more equitable 
distribution of wealth and better liv- 
ing and working conditions for all 
people. : 

His Role for the Church. 
The ideal role for the church to 
play, he said, would be to regulate 
the struggle between those who 
have property and those who are 
in want in such a way “that neither 
side would win, but that the result 
would be a triumph for mankind.” 
Realistic education would, of 
course, be a major part of such a 
program, he said. “People must be 
made more aware and sensitive,” 
he continued, “of the contemporary 
social scene. We must create con- 
sciences that will become as in- 
censed over long working hours, 
low wages and other social and 
economic injustices as they are 
now over intemperance and social 
indulgence.” 

He pointed to the complexity of 
the modern capitalist system and 
said that Christians “must recog- 
nize their responsibility for it.” 

“We are all mixed up in this,” he 
continued. “We preachers get our 
salaries from collections. that  in- 
clude money obtained by thethods 
that, if they -were investigated, 
would not measure up to the Chris- 
‘tian standard. We finance our 
church activities by investments in 
a system we condemn. 
“We are prone to blame the other 
fellow and make him wholly re- 
sponsible. But we're in the mess 
because other people are sweating 
and living in discomfort so we can 
live in comfort and give our chil- 
dren the opportunities their chil- 
dren probably won’t.get.” 

Must Reach Out, He Says. 
To achieve its purpose, Dr. Day 
said, the church would have to 
“reach out into the mass of per- 
sons not now touched by the life 
of the church.” It would require 
“a persistent faith in the human 
heart and the acknowledgment of 
partial responsibility for condi- 
tions as they are today.” 
“Some people,” he said, “think 
that the increasing bitterness of 
the class struggle will finally result 
in class war. With this I disagree. 
I hate war and am almost ready 
to say that a value which cannot 
be achieved except by war had bet- 
ter not be achieved at all, because 
so many other values are destroyed 
in the process.” 
At a second seminar the Rev. 
Henry Smith Leiper of New York, 
American secretary of the Univer- 
sal Christian Council on Life and 
Work, repeated his warning that 
Christian denominations through- 
out the world must continue to 
come closer together or otherwise 
Christianity stands in danger of be- 
ing wiped out by the rising tide of 
nationalism. 
He said denominational labels 
should be adjectives. “You are not 
a Presbyterian, a Baptist, or a Con- 
gregationalist,” he said. “You are 


Christian, or a 
Christian. 
“Remember, when you think of 
your church as better than others, 
that more than 90 per cent of all 
Christians are in the churches in 
which they are because they were 
born into them and only for that 
reason think themselves superior.” 
Other speakers at seminars in- 
eaucded the Rev. A. M. Bailey, pastay 
ot First Union Baptist Church, 
Lowell, Mass., and the Rev. George 
Arthur’ Buttrick, pastor of Madi- 
son Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
New York.

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NELSON EXPLAINS 
FARM PLAN OF 
SUGIALIST PARTY 


Audience at Webster 
Groves Applauds His Re- 
marks on Telephones 
Without Toll Charges. 


George A. Nelson, the Socialist 
vice-presidential nominee, present- 
ed the farm program of his party 
which, like its industrial program, 
preaches production for use, before 
an audience at Webster Groves 
High School last night. 


The tall, somewhat gaunt and 
elderly Wisconsin farmer told about 


and in an accent that betrayed his 
Scandinavian origin. There was no 


political ranting and the talk could 
hardly be called a campaign speech. 

In fact, the only time Nelson 
even alluded to the campaign was 
at the end when, in a manner 
which showed that he had almost 
forgotten about it, he said: “Be 
sure to be class and mass conscious, 
Vote your class and people to pow- 
er. 

The rest of the speech was an 
exposition of the Socialist plan for 


farmer and consumer co-operatives 
and a recital of how Nelson and his 
Scandinavian and German neigh- 
bors in Wisconsin had already ap- 
plied this plan in various orderly 
ways. 

Telephone Plan Applauded. 

He got some of his best applause 
when he told about how the co-op- 
erative idea had been applied to the 
telephone. “We put a telephone in 
every home,” he said, “and when we 
do these things for use rather than 
for profit, we don’t put toll gates 
all along. the lines, for the simple 
reason that we want to use them.’ 
Many of his listeners, living in the 
county, pay extra toll charges on 
their telephones. 

“When we foot the bills,” he 
asked, “why not have the owner- 
ship?” 

He pointed out that most com- 
munities today have municipal wa- 
ter systems and that in the ma- 
jority of these this is thought to be 
a good thing. “Why then is there 
always an outcry when some people 
want to apply the same idea to the 
light and power system?” he asked. 

In his own and a neighboring 
county in Wisconsin, he said, the 
farmers had tried for many years 
to have the electric rates reduced. 
“But the company hired a lot of 
attorneys who proved that it 
couldn’t be done,” he said. “So we 
finally set up our own system and 
cut the rate almost in half.” 

Cheap Milk Important. 

Later Nelson said that “it seems 
to me that good and cheap milk is 
as important as good and cheap wa- 
ter” and added that under Social- 
ism the co-operative ownership 
plan would be applied to the dairy 
industry. 

When Nelson told his audience 
that under a Socialist Government 
“the fear of foreclosures” would be 
taken away and that “no farmer 
who occupies and uses his land 
would be thrown off,” he was talk- 
ing from direct experience. 

An old-time I. W. W. from the 
days at the turn of the century 
which he spent on the West Coast 
and in the Yukon gold fields, he 
was, more recently, one of the or- 
ganizers of the Farmers’ Holiday 
Association and one of the leaders 
in the “penny sales” in 1934. 

As George Duemler, Socialist 
candidate for Governor of Missouri, 
who introduced Nelson, put it: 
“He’s a working farmer, not one 
who works the farmers. He’s been 
a Socialist since two years before 
I was born and the best thing that 
can be said about him is that they 
don't foreclose and dispossess the 
farmers in the county where he 
lives.” 

Definition of Workers. 

Nelson, who has a disarming sin- 


ence, reminded his listeners that he 
spoke from the organized workers’ 
point of view. “And by this I 


do work with their hands or brain 
that is useful to society. No one 
need be ashamed to be called a 
worker.” Then he turned smilingly 
"to a photographer and, as the flash 
went off, added: “Not even those 
who take pictures.” 

The cogperatives, he said, will 
never make “either a millionaire or 
a pauper out of anyone.” He said 
that all he advocated was not “out 
and out Socialism” but a combina- 
tion of socialism, cooperation, and 
Christianity. 

Nelson will speak at the court- 
house in St. Charles tonight.

So far, it is estimated, $35,000,000 
has been spent in laying the track 
built since Japan set up the Man- 
choukuoan state Sept. 18, 1931, 
Many of the lines already built run 
to the Russian border. Others con- 
nect with Chinese railroads, while 
some go toward the Inner Mon- 
golian border. Most of these lines 
are inter-communicating, touching 
every main position through which 
Manchuquo might be attacked. 
They link Manchoukuo, Korea, Je- 
hol Province, China and Japan 
proper.

We have built up new instruments of public 
power. President Roosevelt. 


The President spoke truly. 

Since his inauguration in March, 1933, he has been 
vested by a pliant Congress with powers vastly ex- 
ceeding those of any other peacetime President in bur 
history. To use the phrase of Justice Cardozo in the 

NRA case, there has been delegation of power “run- 
ning riot.” | 

1. In the field of money and credit— 

(a) He has the power—and he has exercised it— 
to lower the gold content of the dollar, 

(b) He controls the use of the two-bilMon-dollar 
stabilization fund, representing the “profit” growing 
out of devaluation. 

(e) He may, under certain circumstances, issue 
printing-press money,to the tune of three billion dol- 
lars. : 

'(d) He has the right to purchase an unprescribed 
amount of silver at prices, within a certain limita-/} 
tion, to be decided by him. | 

(e) He was given powers under the Emergency 
Banking Act which enabled him to take the United 
States off the gold standard without consulting Con- 
gress. 

(f) He has the power, in a period of national emer- 
gency—and he himself is the sole judge of what con- 
stitutes an emergency—of regulating or prohibiting 
the business done by the member banks of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. 3 
2. Until May 27, 1935, when the Supreme Court nulli- 
fied NRA by unanimous vote, he had dictatorial pow- 
ers over the nation's industry and commerce. 

(a) He had the power to approve or prescribe 
codes fixing minimum rates of pay, maximum hours 
and other conditions of employment and to change 
these codes at will. 

(b) He had the power to appoint an unlimited num- 
ber of officials and employes, without regard to civil 
service laws, to carry out the NRA’s objectives. 

(c) He had the power to fix their compensation. 
(d) He had the power, in effect, to legislate by ex- 
ecutive order and, according to an estimate of an 
more than 
10,000 pages of administrative law were produced 
under NRA in a single year. ° 

(e) He had the power)to set up labor tribunals to 
intervene in the disputes between employers and em- 
ployes. 

(f) He had the power (for one year) to place re- 
calcitrant enterprises under a Federal license which, 
if revoked, would deprive them of the right to do 
business. 

(g) He had the right to institute criminal proceed- 
ings against individuals who refused to operate their 
businesses in the manner prescribed by him, or by 
those to whom he delegated his authority. 

3. In the field of agriculture— 

(a) He had the right under AAA and other legisla- 
tion to pay farmers for curtailing crops. 

(b) He had the power to fix the price of cotton 
and to put the Government in the cotton business. 

(c) He now has enormous powers under the Soil 
Conservation Act (passed by Congress to circumvent 
the Supreme Court’s adverse decision in the AAA 
case). 

(d) He has the power to pay the farmer for man- 
aging his farm as Washington dictates. 

(é¢) He has the power, through his Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, to pend $500,000,000 for this purpose, as 
the Secretary sees fit. 

4. He is the dictator of the vast sums spent for re- 
lief and work relief. 

(a) He was given the power, in 1933, to spend 


$3,300,000,000 on public works. 

(b) He was given control of the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration. 

(c) He was given authority to create and finance 
the CWA, PWA, CCC, WPA. : 

(d) He was given the power in 1935 to spend, under 
very loose congressional] restrictions, the astronom- 
ical sum of $4,880,000,000. 

(e) He has the power to use funds to finance pet 
projects without asking the consent of Congress. 
(Quoddy got $7,000,000 and the Florida ship canal 
$5,400,000 before they were abandoned.) 

(f{) He has the power to create an unlimited num- 
ber of administrators, agents, employes, etc., to dis- 
tribute relief and work relief. 

(g) He now has the power, under the First De- 
ficiency Act of 1936, to spend $1,425,000,000 more for 
work relief purposes. 

(h) He has the power to distribute these vast sums 
in such a way as to build up a nation-wide political 
machine unprecedented in American history. 

The statement at the head of this editorial is taken 
from the President’s address to Congress on Jan. 3, 
1936. He amplified it as follows: 

In the hands of a people’s government, this 
power is wholesome and proper. But in the hands 
of political puppets of an economic autocracy, 
such power would provide shackles for the liber- 
ties of the people. 

We have outlined what the unprecedented delega- 
tion of legislative authority to the Executive, in re- 
sponse to demands for “new instruments” of power, 
means in practical effect. It does not answer the 
objection to this delegation of power to say that 
some of it has been taken away, that some of it has 
never been used, or even that the intentions of the 
present occupant of the White House are uniformly 
benevolent. 

To give such power into the hands of any man is 
to subvert the system of checks and balances among 
the branches of the American Government. It is to 
pave the way for shackling the liberties of the people. 
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Lights that are too bright are about as bad as a 
driver all “lit up.” 
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PERAMBULATING CANDIDATES. 

“Run for the presidency and seé the country” might 
be the slogan adopted by any political party in future 
that finds its prospective candidate needs persuad- 
ing. In the early days of radio, it was freely pre- 
dicted that the campaign tour would become obso- 
lete, for a candidate, without leaving his study, 
could talk intimately to millions of voters by way of 
the ether. This disregarded the important fact that 


the people still prefer a flesh-and-blood presence to

It 
would be exceedingly poor tactics for Democratic cam- 
paigners to defend the act, so general has disapproval 
of its provisions become, as the result of its work- 
ings. Less than two months after it took effect, in 
fact, high treasury officials conceded that the mea- 
sure was unfair to small business men, but attributed 
this to the haste with which it was put through Con- 
gress. 

There can be little disagreement with the gen- 
eral principle of preventing corporations from. stor- 
ing up unnecessarily large surpluses, often as a means 
of tax avoidance. In the form actually assumed by 
the measure, however, a barrier is placed in the way 
of re-employment by means of plant expansion and 
purchase of new equipment. It should be possible to 
remedy the manifest defects while still preserving 
the worthwhile purpose of distributing corporation 
profits. 
This can be done, Mr. Jones says, and without un- 
duly affecting Treasury receipts. It should be done, 
by all means, whether Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Landon is 
in the White House, at the next session of Congress. 
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CHARLES NAGEL. 

In selecting Charles Nagel, noted lawyer and for- 
mer Secretary of Commerce and Labor, as the recipi- 
ent of the 1936 St. Louis Award, the Award Commit- 
tee made a splendid choice. Primarily, the distinction 
was conferred because of the recipient’s success early 
this year in preventing the dissolution of United 
Charities, but back of that, as the citation pointéd 
out, was Mr. Nagel’s “life-long, varied and outstand- 
ing services to the city, State and nation” and “his 
elevating influence in civic affairs.”

Men like Mr. Nagel have given the.community a 
unique flavor and characteristic background. In the 
present instance, it would be needless to recite the 
story of Mr. Nagel’s long, distinguished career, but the 
congratulations of St. Louis are in order.

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MR. FORD’S DECLARATION. 

As had been foreshadowed by developments both in 
the last four years and previously, Henry Ford has 
announced himself as favoring the candidacy of Gov. 
Landon. Mr. Ford had been bitterly at odds with the 
administration during the NRA period, and obviously 
could not, have been expected to approve the meth- 
ods applied against him when he steadfastly refused 
to accept the code provisions. Certainly nothing in 
the administration's policies could have swerved him 
from his Republican allegiance, which he had made 
publicly known in the three previous campaigns. 

There is thus no element of surprise in the Ford 
declaration, but the development is of importance in 
view of the keen analysis of New Deal principles to 
which its greater part is devoted. Mr. Ford has 
authority to speak on this matter, since he represents 
an outstanding example of the benefits brought by 
free enterprise, as shown in an efficient and con- 
stantly improving product, in good wages to employes 
and low prices to the public. That, as he says, is 
“the American system.” 

To Mr. Ford, therefore, the restrictions imposed by 
the NRA experiment could be nothing but repugnant. 
A business man who, from his earliest venture, has 
been accustomed to meet competition and thrive unde: 
it, he could not accept a freezing of the business 
structure and an attempt to regulate its every activity 
from Washington. Under such a plan, he says, “nobody 
will have to strive to create better quality or better 
methods or lower prices—the ‘Government’ will at- 
tend to everything.” 

Because Mr. Ford prefers self-reliance to Federal 
paternalism, and because he sees the NRA philosophy 
surviving at Washington, he now says of the New 
Deal, “We have had enough of it.” 
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Farmers should favor the political party that will 
make it possible to plow under the mortgage crop.

Radio as a Peril to Democracy 


Writer and commentator criticises American radio for sale of political time, since this 
restricts its use to interests that have money to pay for it; urges improved editing, 
to present intelligent spokesmen for all sides of public questions; thinks these 
reforms are essential to make radio truly democratic and genuinely independent. 


From an Address by Raymond Gram Swing at the University of Virginia. 


FEEL that democracy is in danger from 
| radio in two particulars. One is that the 

radio is still very badly edited, and 
hence presents public affairs in such a mud- 
dle of confusion that listeners are unable to 
cope with the flood of material. The other 
danger is the sale of radio time for political 
purposes. 

The British have a broadcasting setup 
which eliminates commercialism altogether 
and imposes a high degree of editing. This 
is not the system I am advocating for the 
United States. I am very familiar with the 
British system. I was a resident and a 
listener in Great Britain for 12 years, also 
a broadcaster there for a couple of years. 
While the British system has several sub- 
stantial benefits for British listeners, it is 
not a system I should care to see adoptea 
here. Applied to American conditions, it 
would, in my opinion, be still more hazard- 
ous to democracy than the system we have. 

The British have editing, but not the kind 
I mean. It is not editing in the interest of 
listeners and in the interest of democracy, 
but in the interest of escaping radio respon- 
sibility. It is the editing-out of controversy, 
as though controversy were a peril to de- 
mocracy, and not its life-blood. And though 
the editing is not done by the Government, 
it is done, either consciously or wuncon- 
sciously, to please the Government. , 

The absence of commercialism in Great 
Britain is not the measure I should advocate 
here. I am quite willing that radio time in 
America should be sold, and that broadcast- 
ing should be maintained out of revenue 
supplied by advertisers. What I object to 
is the sale of time for political purposes. 


This is a thorny problem, and for the 
broadcasting corporations a very crucial 
problem. For in an election campaign, when 
so much politics is bound to be wanted on 
the air, the radio companies either must 
charge for some of their political time, or 
take a very heavy loss in revenue. Since 
radio companies are business corporations, 
they won’t take a loss unless they have some 
compensation coming somewhere later on. 

Even so, the principle that radio com- 
panies may derive revenue from selling 
political time ig fundamentally repugnant to 
democracy. It is so for an utterly simple 
reason. For it limits the radio to those 
political interests that have money to pay 
for time. That at once makes ability to pay 
the test of the right to time. That makes 
radio an instrument of wealth, not an instru- 
ment of general public interest, ~ 

So the broadcasting companies must do 
one of three things: They must admit that 
they are not democratic institutions; or they 
must find some other way to finance them- 


. Selves during a campaign year; or they 


must balance their time so that those who 
cannot afford to pay for it get as much of 
a showing as their cause merits. 

Let’s look at these three choices. If the 
broadcasting companies ever admitted that 
they weren't democratic, the 
broadcasting would 


in one way or another. That, too, might 
not be se very democratic—it wouldn't be, 
in my opinion—but at any rate, the control

control which the wide public would prefer 
to the control by the wealthy. 

Then either all political time must be free, 
or part of it must be free. If only part f 
it is free, that is very unbusinesslike indeed. 
It is like running a shop in which you give 
away part of your goods to poor people and 
charge the well-to-do through the nose for 
the same goods. 

But if all political time or part of it is 
to be free, there must be some guiding con- 
trol which determines how that freedom 
should be used. And that brings us back 
to this highly delicate problem of editing. 

Editing means, first, selection of material. 
When you have a limited number of hours 
and a limited number of broadcasting chan- 
nels, there is bound to, be editing. Every 
program that reaches the receiving set is 
So a paramount question to be asked 
is: Who does this editing? 

>. 


The editing is dane, in the case of the net- 
works, by the executives of the broadcasting 
companies; in the case of local stations, by 
the local owners or managers. And who are 
these executives? They are on the whole 
extremely competent, fine, wholesome, hard- 
working business men. But on the whole, 
they have no more experience in editorship 
than they have in surgery or chemistry. 
Nothing they have done has trained them to 
be wise in the knowledge of public affairs. 

Broadcasting began as an industry, gov- 
erned by the rules of business. It now has 
become something more, an industry which 
performs a public service where unlimited 
competition is not possible. For the mo- 
ment, it may be safe for broadcasting to 
coast along in its dual capacity, both a pri- 
vate industry and a public service, and 
operate mostly on the unformulated instincts 
of a private industry. But if it does not 
soon become conscious and articulate and 
concise about its policies as a public ser- 
vice, it is, I believe, inevitable that the public 
will push the priyate companies aside and 
secure its own interests in its own way. 

Either the sale of political time should 
cease altogether, or there must be an ade- 
quate provision of free time for those unable 
to pay for it, granted to them on the basis 
of an editorial policy which protects the 

blic interest, and directed by an editorial 

ird which has wisdom in public affairs. 

The general editorial fufiction in broad- 
casting should be conducted without super- 
vision from the business office. And if this 
is technically too much to ask (because the 
radio executives aren't going to turn over

Willis in the American Mercury, we 
shudder before the abyss of infla- 
tion and bankruptcy. And then we 
learn that Russell Leffingwell, of 
J. P. Morgan Co., does not agree 
with Mr. Willis. Everybody speak- 
ing to us represents either a Gov- 
ernment policy or an oppositional 
policy, or a vested interest. 

What are the best methods of 
soil conservation? On the whole 
conservation question, we yearn for 
an expression of expert, non-parti- 
san, disinterested opinion. We 
know what the organized groups 


of the country think, whether they 
direct a party or a lobby.. But most 
of us are honest citizens, desper- 


ately anxious to do the right thirg, 
genuinely willing to subject our 
immediate personal interests to the 
larger welfare, provided that there 
is a court of opinion to which we 
can with confidence appeal. 

We want counsel. We want, ac- 
tually, some Brain Trusts. But we 
don’t want a New Deal Brain Trust, 
or a Republican Brain Trust. We 
want one that represents a consen- 
sus of the best obtainable opinions, 
regardless of party. We do not 


want to choose between Ralph Ro- 


bey and Rexford Tygwell, because, 
to tell the truth, we don’t have 
much confidence in either of them. | 

We want definitions, objectives, 
criteria, standards, alternatives. We 
want to know what will be the ad- 
vantages of this policy and what 
of that. And where either will lead 
us. Then we can choose, and the 
alternatives can be the basis of 
intelligent party divergence. But 
at present, most of us can hardly 
do better than to flip a nickel or 
follow a hunch. 

& 


Most of us don’t belong to pres- 
Sure groups of any kind. And we 
are sick and tired of having our 
policies made by them. We read 
with relief and pleasure that Gov. 
Landon’s criticisms of the adminis- 
tration’s social security bill were 
based upon a report written for the 
Twentieth Century Fund. But we 
wish that his economic ideas had 
similar disinterested and intelligent 
backing. 

We wish with all our hearts that 
a completely non-partisan commis- 
sion would overhaul the entire re- 
lief administration, the WPA and 
the PWA and tell us their findings. 
We don’t relish the thought that 
we have gone in for public works 
according to the ideas of Mr. Hop- 
kins, instead of according to those 
of Mr. Ickes, because Mr. Hopkins 
is quicker on the trigger with the 
President.« We don’t want to vote 
for candidates. We want to vote 
for policies. But it is an extremely 
difficult thing to do. 


The idea of the _ disinterested 
commission flourishes in England 
for many reasons. In the first 
place, England is a small country, 
and has almost the atmosphere of” 
a family. Political tolerance goes 
much deeper there than it does 
here. If a man is an Englishman, 
another Englishman is prejudiced 
in his favor—even if he is a Com- 
munist. And this is even truer if 
they are both Scotchmen. 

But here, Mr. Kemmerer, our 
high priest of the gold standard, 
and Col. Wood, who believes in a 
managed currency, are both on 
Secretary Roper’s committee. But 
Mr. Kemmerer will hardly stick to 
Col. Wood. That very Left Social- 
ists and very high Toriee can be 
excellent personal friends and ex- 
change views with mutual respect 


And yet it is out 
of just such an exchange of views 
that Britain manages to change 
continually, yet always inside of 
her traditions. 

We lack a really trained and 
first-rate civil service, which is 
necessary to guide commissions. 
Our intellectuals are too often di- 
vorced from practical life and our 
good brains have not been con- 
cerned with statesmanship, since 
the earlier days of the blic, 
when that was not true. But that 
they again will be is the most rea- 
sonable expectation, and that they 


shall ‘be a most justified demand.

W H A MARINADE 


Trick Coming From Foreign 
Nations Makes Plain 
Flavor Interesting. 


That good old favorite pot roast 
can be made an entirely new and 
enticing flavor treat by marinating 
it before cooking. The trick of 
marinating a pot roast comes to us 
from our foreign neighbors. Sauer- 
braten is the typical German pot 
roast, marinated in vinegar ‘and 
cooked with plenty of onions and 
seasonings. Other nations have 
similar characteristic roasts, 

Use Seasoned Liquid. 

A marinade, or seasoned liquid, 
poured over raw meat and allowed 
to stand for 24 hours before cook- 
ing, does two distinct things to its 
quality. First and foremost, it gives 


the meat a new flavor, more pro- 
nounced, more elusive and far more 
interesting than the plain meat 
flavor. But beyond that, it helps, 
to a marked degree, to make a less 
tender cut of meat into a delicious- 
ly tender product. The acid of the 
marinade is responsible for this 
tenderizing effect. 


Almost any combination of fla- 
vors may be used in the marinade 
so long as an acid is the founda- 
tion. Diluted vinegar, well sea- 
soned with onion, garlic and bay 
leaves, makes one excellent flavor 
combination. Tomato juice highly 
seasoned with salt, pepper, celery 
salt, Worcestershire sauce of tobas- 
co sauce, gives an entirely new fla- 
vor, yet, does the same job of ten- 
derizing as the vinegar. 

A new flavor combination with 
beef is that of cider and spices, the 
combination so often connected in 
our thoughts with ham. Two. or 
three whole cloves, a quarter tea- 
spoon of cinnamon and ginger add- 
ed to the cider gives just the right 
emphasis to the cooked roast. 

About two cups of liquid will cov- 
er an average sized pot roast if 
put into a small enough pan to 
avoid excess space. Choose a mix- 
ing bowl or glass baking pan, fit 
the meat into it and pour the mari- 
nade over it until it just covers the 
meat. Place in the refrigerator 
over night. 


May Change Color. 
| Some of the marinades tend to 
\change the raw meat color some- 
|what, but will not affect the color 
.of the cooked roast. 

After 24 hours’ soaking, remove 
the meat, brown it as usual, then 
‘pour the marinade over the 
| browned roast, cover closely and 
'simmer over a low fire for three 
hours or until tender. Flouring the 
roast before browning it, helps to 
thicken the gravy around the meat. 
Deliciously characteristic gravies 
result from the different marinades 
and should be served over plain 
boiled or baked potatoes. 

Vinegar Marinated Pot Roast. 

One cup vinegar. 

One cup water. 

Two teaspoons sugar. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

Two cloves. 

Four bay leaves. 

One-half teaspoon dry mustard. 

One whole onion. 

One bud _ garlic. 

Fit a three to four pound chuck 
roast into a crockery or enamel 
pan which will leave only a mini- 
mum space around the meat. Mix 
the marinade and pour over the 
meat, covering it completely. Add 
the bay leaves and sliced onion 
over the top. Let stand 24 hours 
in refrigerator. Remove from mar- 
inade, flour and brown thoroughly 
in melted lard. Allow the onions to 
brown with the meat. Turn the 
fire very low. Add the liquid in 
which the meat stood over night, 
cover closely, and cook very slowly 
until tender. Thicken the gravy 
if desired. Serve with boiled pota- 
toes and spinach. 

Spiced Pot Roast. 

One and one-half cups cider. 

One tablespoon brown sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon ginger. 

Two cloves, , 

‘Mix the marinade and pour over 
a three to four-pound chuck pot 
‘Toast, allowing it to stand for 24 
hours in the refrigerator. Remove 
from the marinade and flour, 
brown in hot lard. Turn the fire 
low, add the marinade to the meat, 
cover closely and allow to simmer 
for three hours. Thicken gravy 
if desired. Serve with boiled noo- 
dies and whole boiled prunes.

IMEAT COOKING HAS 
OWN LIST OF TERMS 


Each Particular’ Cut Should 

Have Its Own Method of 

Preparation for Best Result, 
* 


Cooking meat cuts, whether they 


be thick or thin, large or small, 
have not only. their own cookery 
technique but their own list of 
technical terms which many cooks 
use but, alas, do not understand. 
For the new bride who must learn 


and for the seasoned cook who 
must brush up, meat preparation 
has been divided into several class- 
ifications. 

Probably the miost popular meth- 
od of preparing small, tender cuts 
of meat is by broiling. Broiling, 
according to the definition, is “to 
cook by radiant heat from hot coals, 
a gas flame or an electric ele- 
ment.” 

Object of Pan Broiling. 

Pan broiling, on the other hand, 
is “to cook in a hot, uncovered fry- 
ing pan, pouring off the fat as it 
accumulates in the pan.” The ob- 
ject of pan broiling is to approxi- 
mate as nearly as possible the re- 
sults obtained in broiling. This 
means that cuts which are adapted 
to broiling also are adapted to pan 
broiling. Pouring off fat implies 
that the cuts which are cooked in 
this way contain fat which melts 
out as the meat cooks, It also im- 
plies that the results desired are 
dependent upon pouring off the ac- 
cumulated fat. 

Frying means to “cook in fat.” 
The amount of fat used makes for 
another division of cookery, saute- 
ing, or frying in a little fat, and 
“deep fat frying.” Fry and pan 
broiling often are used _  inter- 
changeably. There is an inclina- 
tion to say of any meat cooked in 
a frying pan that it is pan broiled. 
This is incorrect. In many in- 
stances, after the meat is browned 
the frying pan is covered and the 
cooking continues until the meat is 
tender. The process ceases to be 
frying and becomes braising be- 
cause the act of putting on a cover 
surrounds the meat with steam and 
the process is changed. 

Certain Cuts Fried. 

Although most meat cuts are 
cooked by methods other than fry- 
ing because the best results are ob- 
tained by other methods, there still 
are some who fry certain cuts of 
meat. The procedure followed is 
to dredge with flour, brown on 
both sides in a small amount of 
hot fat and then continue cook- 
ing, uncovered, until the meat is 
done. Cuts frequently cooked this 
way are round steak cut thin and 
scored; cubed steaks; veal steaks 
or chops; liver, and sometimes pork 
chops. This method results in a 
crisply browned ‘surface which is 
relished by many and which is not 
obtained if the pan is covered, It 
is necessary to see that most of the 
cooking is done at a low tempera- 
The meat may be less ten- 


which would have softened the 
connective tissue more effectively. 

It is common practice to fry ba- 
con in its own fat. Authorities 
agree that panbroiling gives better 
results, alth:igh not pouring off 
the fat will hasten the cookery 
process. 

Sometimes porterhouse, sirloin or 
club steaks or lamb chops are fried. 
This is a practice which is out of 
line with the principles of meat 
cookery. These tender cuts of beef 
and lamb should always be broiled 
or panbroiled. 

Saute a French Method. 

Saute comes from the French, 
which means “to jump.” In cookery 
it means to cook lightly, turning 
frequently. From the definition it 
is clear that saute is not applicable 
to meat cookery, because tossing or 
turning is not the practice in the 
preparation of any meat cut. Sau- 
ted chops may be listed on the bill 
of fare, but the chops have probably 
been broiled, braised or fried. 

Certainly saute cannot be used as 
a synonym for fry in many cases. 
One may fry bacou in its own fat; 
one is told to turn it frequently, and 
this is the best method of cooking 
bacon. An English cook book lists 
sauteing as the combination of stew- 
ing and frying. The pan used is a 
shallow stew pan (sautoire) in 
which a little butter is melted. The 
meat to be cooked is put in this and 
when nearly done the fat is drained 
off and the article finished in the 
sauce or stock. 

Panfry is another term which 
came into use in order to differen- 
tiate between frying in a small 
amount of fat and a deep layer of 
fat. Panfry if used, means just what 
fry means to the cook.

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CHICKEN POT PIE A 
GLORIFIED STEW 


\Stewing Hens May Be Pro- 
cured All Year Round for 
This Tasty Dish. 


Unlike several of its relatives, the 
fowl or stewing hen knows no sea- 
son. There is no time during the 
year when the housewife seeking a 
good buy in poultry meat cannot 
procure one of these mature birds 
of a size to suit her family and her 
purse. 

These older birds of any age and 
weight which will vary from two 
and a half to seven pounds are 
usually prepared by methods called 
stewing and fricasseeing. While the 
methods are essentially the same 
(long, slow cooking with added 
liquid), the pieces of ‘meat for the 
fricasee are rolled in flour, browned 
in hot fat, covered with a small 
amount of liquid (water, milk, sweet 
or sour cream), covered tightly and 
cooked slowly until done. There is 
a wide choice in the variety of sea- 
soning that may be added to mod- 
ify or enhance flavors—tomato, 
onion or garlic, carrot, celery tops, 
a bit of mace and ginger, in addi- 
tion to the necessary salt. A casse- 
role or even a roaster make ideal 
| cooking utensils and the cooking is 
best done in an oven. From 800 de- 
gress F. to 325 degrees F. is a good 
temperature to use. When done, 
the meat should have a moist coat- 
ing of rich gravy. 

To Stew Fowl. 

In stewing, the pieces of meat are 
covered with water and cooked at 
the simmering temperature in a 
covered kettle. At this temperature 
there is only a sluggish movement 
of the water during the entire time. 
Spices and vegetables as suggested 
for the fricassee may be added for 
flavor. 

Vegetables added with a plan for 
serving with the stew should be 
added during the last 45 or 30 min- 
utes of cooking. The liquid of a 
stew may or may not be thickened 
just prior to serving. 

In the making of chicken pot pie 
we have combined a bit of fricassee 
and a bit of the stew and set it off 
by a crust topping from which the 
name of pie undoubtedly originates. 

In planning quantities from ohe- 


fourth to one-third pound of meat | 


as purchased from the market 
should give a satisfactory per per- 
son allowance. If vegetables are 
added to the meat and gravy, the 
smalier amount may be chosen, 
Chicken Pot Pie. 
(Six to eight servings.) 

One stewing hen, three to four 
pounds. 

One sliced carrot. 

One small onion. 

Few celery tops or two stalks. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One clove. 

Three peppercorns. 

One-eighth teaspoon ginger, or a 
small piece of ginger root. 

Two to three cups chicken gravy. 

Baking powder, biscuit dough. 

Cover the chicken cut up into 
pieces with water to just cover. 
Cook gently at the simmering tem- 
perature. Add seasoning after the 
first hour of cooking. When meat 
begins to fall from the bones (two 
to three hours), cool, drain and re- 
move bones. Remove vegetables 
and spices. Cut larger pieces of 
meat so that there will be nice di- 
visions of light and dark meat. Use 
scissors if possible for cutting and 
cut across the grain. This will pre- 
vent stringiness, Prepare a gravy 
from the stock, using two table- 
spoons fat and two tablespoons 
flour for each cup of liquid. If a 
brown gravy is liked, brown the 
flour in the fat before adding the 
liquid, Distribute the light and 
dark meat evenly in a casserole or 
baking dish (or individual baking 
dishes). Pour the hot gravy over 
the meat and cover with a biscuit 
dough rolled about one-half inch 
thick. Cut slits in the dough before 
placing over the dish to allow steam 
to escape during the cooking. Bake 
in a hot oven (425 degrees F. to 450 
degrees F.) about 20 to 25 minutes. 

Two beaten eggs added to the 
milk for the biscuit dough (two 
cups flour basis) will offer a rich- 
ness in color and flavor that will 
offer a great improvement to the 
topping. If desired, the dough may 
be cut into “biscuits” and placed 
on top instead of the single blanket. 
Vegetables, such as potatoes, car- 
rots, uniformly cut in shape and 
size, and tiny onions freshly cooked 


into the casserole. 
Rich pie crust may be used as a 
cover instead of the biscuit dough.

There 
are seven color classifications: wa- 
ter white, extra white, white, extra 
light amber, light amber, amber 
anddark. The gradesofhoney are 
Independent of color. Those _ for 
mtracted honey are based on free-

with its net weight as required by 
the Federal pure-food laws, . and 
Must be pure honey as defined by 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion.

The honey crop this fall, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, will probably be about 
the same in quantity as in 1935, 
although the honey season as a 
Whole has been unusual.

Honey is composed largely of two 
simple sugars—levulose or fruit 
sugar, and cextrose, or grape sugar. 
Both of these sugars, and conse- 
quently honey, can be easily assim- 
ilated by the body.

It may 
be used in place of sugar in mod- 
ifying a baby’s milk.

content affects the amount of liquid 
used in a recipe when honey is sub- 
stituted for sugar. The liquid must 
be reduced, however, more than 
the difference between the water 


content of the honey and the dry 
sugar, according to the consistency 
of the honey and also according to 
the proportion of honey used. For 
example, if medium-thick honey is 
substituted for one-half the sugar 
in cake or quick-bread recipes, re- 
duce the liquid one-fourth. If honey 
is substituted for all the sugar, re- 
duce the liquid one-half. If honey 
is very thin or very thick, this pro- 
portion may have to be altered, 


For Cakes. 


In making honey cakes o::d quick 
breads, mix the honey with the 
liquid called for in the recipe, and 
bake at the lowest temperature pos- 
sible. This prevents loss or change 
of flavor of the honey and also 
avoids too rapid browning. 

Honey has much the same con- 
sistency as molasses and may be 
used in place of it, measure for 
measure, in gingerbread, brown 
bread, and steamed puddings. Be- 
cause it contains less acid than mo- 
lasses soda is not needed. Add one 
teaspoon of baking powder for each 
one-quarter teaspoon of soda omit- 
ted. 

The fact that honey takes up 
moisture rapidly is sometimes an 
advantage and sometimes not. Fruit 
cakes, steamed puddings, cookies 
and candies, stay moist longer if 
made with honey. But some con- 
fections and frostings, if made with 
honey, will remain soft and take up 
more moisture if the air is humid. 
This may make them too soft and 
sticky to be attractive. 

Honey should be stored in a dry 
place. Low temperatures may cause 


the honey to become partly cloudy 
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or partially crystalized. Most honey 
crystalize on aging. stalized 
honey can easily be liquefied by 
warming the container in moderate- 
ly hot water (not above 140 de- 
grees). Higher temperatures injure 
both the flavor and color of honey.

‘PATRIOTIC CORN’ PRODUCED 


Ears With Red, White and Blue 

Kernels Result of Experiment. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 15. — 
“Patriotic corn” — red, white and 
blue—was harvested this fall at 
the Connecticut Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. Dr. W. R. Sin- 
gieton told today how he developed 
it. 

He divided the silks on a white 
‘stock into three parts. He pow- 
dered one part with pollen from a 
red-kerneled plant,. pollinated the 
second with blue and the third 
with white. Then he covered the. 
silks carefully to prevent contami- 
nation by another pollen. The re- 
sult at harvest: Ears with stripes 
of red, white and blue kernels.

Including surveys of the First and 
Second congressional districts, 
which have been published in the 
Post-Dispatch, these figures from 
the Third District account for ap- 
proximately 375,000 of the expected 
total State vote of 1,600,000, or 
slightly -less than one-fourth. The 
survey of the three districts indi-

The servant personnel of the car 
consists only of two men, a porter 
and a waiter. They are Pullman 
employes, but the same men are 
not always assigned to the car.

Next to the dining-room are four 
compartments and two master bed- 
rooms. The President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt use the bedrooms, while 
Mrs. James Rocsevelt Jr., wife of 
their eldest son; Secretary Marvin 
McIntyre; Miss Marguerite LeHand, 
the President’s personal secretary; 
and several women members of the 
White House clerical staff occupy 
the compartments. 

The President’s valet and Gus 
Gennerich, his personal guard, also 
sleep in the car. Dr. Ross MclIn- 
tire, White House physician who 
is accompanying him, and Col. E. 
M. Watson, military aid, have com- 
partments in a car, adjoining the 
Pioneer. 

10 Secret Service Men. 

At the end of the car is a draw- 
ing-room with roomy chairs and 
settees. Here the President spends 
most of his time, transacting offi- 
cial business, meeting visitors and 
chatting with local leaders who 
travel on the train for a distance. 
The drawing-room leads directly on 
to the back platform. 

Always on guard in the Presi- 
dent’s car, every hour of the day 
and night, are two secret service 
men.

| This squad is augmented by other 
secret service men and local detec- 
tives in each big city where stops 
are made. 

The squad accompanying the 
train is under the command of. Rus- 
sel Wood, stocky, quiet-spoken vet- 
eran of the service, Col. Starling 
does not accompany the train, trav- 
eling in advance and making pre- 
paratory protective arrangements 
for the President’s halts, He is an 
expert in this exacting work and 
knows the police in every city. 

A President en route, even during 
a hot political campaign, is busier 
than the ordinary candidate. 

There is a constant flow of of- 
ficial business to transact. Several 
times during the day, and often at 
night, telephone wires are run into 
| his car during stops and he confers 
with a Cabinet member or some 
other executive in Washington. 
Numerous telegrams and pouches 
of air mail also are received. To 
handle mail, the President has with 
him a special postal official, Her- 
bert Theuer, veteran postal inspec- 
tor. 

The President transacts much of- 
'ficial business while under way, 
| keeping a corps of stenographers 
| busy writing letters and memoran- 
da he dictates. This work is in ad- 
dition to the speeches he writes. 
His speeches are typed, and after 
he has made corrections, mimeo- 
| graphed on equipment carried in the 
baggage car. The mimeographed 
copies are for the corps of corre- 
spondents accompanying him. 

The telegraph companies 


have 
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agents on the train to handle the 
press copy, dropping it off at sta- 
tions where stops are made, some- 
times the stops being solely for this 
purpose. In cities where the Presi- 
dent delivers important speeches, 
the telegraph companies set up spe- 
cial wires so that reporters can 
write and send their stories on the 
spot, their copy going directly into 
their home offices.

Correspondents, photographers, 
radio operators and announcers ac- 
companying the President are 
housed in compartment cars, usual- 
ly two in a room. On the .§ Presi- 
dent’s special there are two diners 
and a club car, with a shower and 
barber shop. This equipment is 
necessary on this trip because of 


the strenuous itinerary. The Presi- 
dent made only one overnight stop, 
at Cheyenne, Wyo., in 10 days? of 
travel. 

There are also several Pullman 
cars on the train for the large train 
personnel, minor assistants and lo- 
cal guests. 

The President has to watch his 
diet closely while traveling. He is 
prone to overeat while en route and 
Dr. McIntire Keeps a wary eye on 
his menu. 

Usually the President eats a 
hearty breakfast and lunch, with a 
light supper at night. A _ typical 
lunch included a cup of fish chow- 
der, broiled trout, string beans, red 
cabbage, bread and butter, cotfee— 
and no dessert.

ROLLA, Mo., Oct. 15.—That Jesse 
W. Barrett, his Republican oppo- 
nent for the governorship, was not 
always such a vociferous advocate 
of honest elections as he now claims 
to be was charged by Maj. Lioyd C. 
Stark, Democratic nominee for that 
office, in a speech here last night. 
As proof of his statement, Maj. 
Stark quoted an editorial which ap- 
peared in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
on April 21, 1925. 


At that time Barrett was chief 
legal adviser of Victor J. Miller, 
who had just been elected Mayor of 
St. Louis over William L. Igoe by 
a small majority. The election 
hinged upon the legality of several 
thousand Republican ballots on 
which Miller's name had been 
scratched and that of Igoe written 
in. On this subject Maj. Stark said: 

“Mr. Barrett has recently had a 
good deal to say about honest elec- 
tions. I congratulate him upon his 
fine words. There was a time, as 
you all know, when he did not hesi- 
tate to accept the machine-made 
vote of the river wards.in St. Louis. 
That was when he was running for 
Attorney-General in 1920, and the 
vote of precinct after precinct was 
marked in his favor. We heard no 
protest from Mr. Barrett concerning 
that, 

“Later, when he was chief legal 
adviser to Victor J. Miller, candi- 
date for Mayor of St. Louis, we find 
Mr. Barrett advancing a technical 
construction of the law which vio- 
lated every dictate of common hon- 
esty, and, it was charged, placed a 
man in office by ‘fraud practiced 
with the sanction and respectabil- 
ity of law.’

“Fortunately, we have the record 
of this unique occurrence for which 
Mr. Barrett was responsible, pre- 
served in the files of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, now one of Mr. Bar- 
rett’s supporters, and I have only 
to quote from an editorial in that 
paper under date of April 21, 1925, 
the caption of the editorial being: 
“Can Law Be So Degraded?” I 
quote: 

“Victor J. Miller will enter upon 
his duties as Mayor today. Whether 
he was elected to the office may 
be fairly questioned. His plurality, 
according to the count, was 3129. 
Were the ballots honestly counted— 
not legally, but honestly? Secretary 
W. H. Hughes of the Democratic 
Contest Committee, says that elec- 
tion officials in 370 of the city’s 624 
precincts report that approximately 
2750 ballots where Igoe’s name was 
written in and  Miller’s name 
scratched out were counted for Mil- 
ler. If that estimate is correct, Mil- 
ler was not elected; he was counted 
in by election officials. 

“*Ah, but there’s the law. The 
law, we are solemnly assured has 
prescribed just how a ballot shall 
be marked. But what does the law 
say as to how a ballot shall be 
counted which is not marked as 
prescribed? The lawyers do not 
agree as to that point. 


Barrett’s View of Law. 


“‘Mr. Miller’s chief legal spokes- 
man, ex-Attorney-General Barrett, 
insists that the law takes no ac- 
count of the voter’s obvious inten- 
tion but is concerned solely with 
seeing that the instructions as to 
marking the ballot are rigidly ob- 
served. : 

“‘Granting his construction of 
the law to be correct, how can Bar- 
rett justify the counting of ballots 
for Miller which were not proper-. 
ly marked and where it was the 
obvious purpose of the voters to 
vote against Miller? Républicans 
cast the ballots under discussion. 
They supported their party ticket 
by putting a cross in the circle at 
the top. They voted for every Re- 
publican candidate except Miller. 
But instead of putting a cross in 
the circle opposite Igoe’s name they 
scrossed out Miller’s name and wrote 
in Igoe’s. And for this technical 
deviation from the rules the law, 
as constructed by Barrett, not only 
disfranchises them but makes them 
vote for a man they repudiated. 
The election officials, acting on the 
opinion of Barrett, have counted 
those ballots for Miller. 


“Is it possible that any law 
could be so inherently asinine and 
practically crooked as our ex-At- 
torney-General says this law is? 
We can see how a law might void a 
ballot improperly marked, but we 
cannot conceive of a law author- 
izing election officials to count a 
ballot for a candidate whom the 
voter has unmistakably and em- 
phatically voted against. Nor can 
we conceive of a court so flouting 
common sense, common decency 
and common justice as to validate 
such a manifest miscount,

Major Castejon, Rebel Hero, 
Worked Old Strategy to Win 


At Dinner He Tells

SANTA OLALLA, Spain, Oct. 15. 
-—The funniest thing I have seen 
in this war was a rebel soldier try- 
ing to fill his cigarette lighter at 
the gasoline filling station pump 
here on the public square of this 
war-wrecked town. I was waiting 
for Lieut. Nangle to come back and 
let me know if I had anywhere to 
sleep. The soldier kept turning the 
pump and running out gallons of 
gasoline over his cigarette lighter, 
which needed only a teaspoonful, 
but he never did get it full, and 
went off : cursing, drenched with 
as. :

Castejon was in 
the dining room with a group of 
officers when we were introduced 
jand to my great satisfaction I rec- 
ognized Capt. Olivares, who had 
piloted me around Seville. Olivares 
was good enough to give me a 
sendoff to Maj. Castejon. 
I sat next to the Major. Around 
the table were 14 officers. On my 
right, however, was a common sol- 
dier, without rank, the Marquess 
Del Nervion, a grandee of Spain 
and one of the richest men in the 
country who, at the age of 52, had 
enlisted. He was now attached to 
Maj. Castejon’s staff, as were the 
two Irish officers. The Marquess, 
gray-haired, bent, absolutely unas- 
suming, always carried a sub-ma- 
chine gun with an extra long clip. 
He was the Major’s personal body- 
guard, aide-de-camp. 

The table was badly lighted with 
a few candles. There were some 
slices of common Spanish sausage 
and two dishes of olives which are 
on every peasant’s table in Spain. 
While we waited for the soup, Maj. 
Castejon gave me his full name, 
Antonio Castejon-Espinosa. 


The last name in Spanish is the 
family name of ‘the mother. The 
middle name is the one used. He 
is 39 years old, good looking, stout- 
ly built, a bit below medium height, 
and enjoyed the unqualified admir- 
ation of his officers and men. 


Won Two of Five Medals. 
This was clear by the way they 
spoke to him with a mixture of ad- 
miration, respect and something of 
the way football players look up 
to a great coach. In this campaign 
Maj. Castejon landed from Moroc- 
co by air with 35 men. He built 
them up to a column of 2000, which, 
uniquely, he commanded independ- 
ently of all except the directives of 
the general headquarters. 


His column took most of the im- 
portant points in Andalusia, and 
swept up through the Estremadura 
into Toledo Province with such 
success that of the five military 
medals awarded in this war Caste- 
jon got two of them. 


The soup came on, made of round 
white Spanish chick peas. It tasted 
delicious because I was hungry 
enough to have eaten horse. Maj. 
Castejon mentioned he had been 
born in Manila, but laughed when 
I. called him an American, because 
that was in 1897 and Manila was 
still Spain’s. 


Major Explains Strategy. 


He took my map and between 
bites of the indeterminable meat 
that followed the soup explained 
the strategy he used in taking San- 
ta Olalla and Torrijos, which got 
him the second military medal. It 
consisted of feinting at the enemy’s 
front, drawing out his neck, so to 
speak, then cutting in with heavy 
forces around the enemy’s rear. It 
sounds simple and it is seldom suc- 
cessful just for that reason but in 
the hands of a master it works, 
and Castejon has worked it often 
enough to be called a master. 

His white teeth gleamed in the 
candlelight as he laughed and de- 
clared he would be delighted to 
have me accompany his column to 
the front. We finished off the meal 
with tinned apricot marmalade and 
coffee. ; 

Our friends, the Irish officers, 
tactfully brought up the subject of 
lodgings. Castejon with a generos- 
ity that can only be appreciated by 
one who has had to sleep without 
even a mattress, ordered mattresses 
put down on the floor in the din- 
ing room. That night I slept royal- 
ly, only waking for a second when 
dispatch bearers stepped over me to 
get to the Major. 


FRANCIS B. SAYRE PRAISES 
U. 8. FOREIGN TRADE POLICY 


Tells Importers and Exporters It 
Has Encouraged Lowering of 


Trade Barriers, 
By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The ad- 
ministration's “most favored na- 
tion” policy was credited by Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Francis B. 
Sayre last night with leading the 
way toward a general improvement 
in world trade. While asserting it 
was.too early accurately to gauge 
the results of the program under- 
taken with the passage of the trade 
agreements act in 1934, Sayre de- 


clared: “Such evidences as we 
have indicate an unmistakable and 
continuing gain.” 

He spoke before a group of im- 
porters and exporters. ° 

“Of even larger consequence in 
establishing stable and permanent 
prosperity,” he said, “is the influ- 
ence of our American trade agree- 


barriers throughout the world. 
Within the past few weeks nations 
of the world speaking at Geneva 
have declared only.through the low- 
ering of trade barriers can true 
prosperity return. Even more re- 
cently France, Italy and Switzer- 
land have independently lowered in 
substantial amounts their tariff du- 
ties on American products.” 

Replying to critics who “suggest 
that we have somehow or other got 
the worst of the bargain,” Sayre 
said: “During 1935 our foreign salés 
exceeded those of 1934 by 150 mil-. 
lions of dollars,” he said, “and in 
the first six months of 1936 they 
increased by a further 130 milloins 


as compared with those in the first 


half cf 1935.” 
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LONDE FRM'S RECORDS 
ORDERED IMPOUNDED 


U. S. Court Ruling in Con- 
nection With Charge Asserts 
Were Concealed. 


An order impounding the books 
and records of the bankrupt Pearl 
Garment Co., for use by the Unit- 
ed States Attorney's office and the 
Bureau of Investigation of the De- 
partment of Justice in connection 
with the charge of concealment of 
assets against Morris and Louis 
Londe, brothers and partners in the 
garment company, was issued yes- 
terday by Federal Judge George 
H. Moore. 

Application for impounding the 
records was filed yesterday by As- 
sistant United States Attorney Hen- 
ry Morris, soon after Referer in 


Bankruptcy John A. Hope had or- 
dered Hans Wulff, receiver of the 
company, to turn the records over 
to Morris. Levinson, attorney for 
the Londes, for the purpose of pre- 
paring bankruptcy schedules, 
Morris opposed the Referee’s or- 
der in Bankruptcy Court, contend- 
ing that the records had been un- 
der th ejurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Justice since the warrants 
were issued against the Londe 
brothers, charging them with con- 
cealment of $60,000 of the firm’s as- 
sets from the receiver. Judge 
Moore’s order instructed Wulff to 
keep the records in his possession. 
Refusal to Testify Upheld. 

Referee Hope, in a ruling yester- 
day, hel dthat Morris Londe would 
not have to answer any juestions in 
the proceedings involving his com- 
pany if he felt that his answers 
might tend to incriminate him. 
Londe, at a hearing Oct. 2, re- 
fused to testify, pleading his con- 
stitutional right, pointing out that 
he had been arrested on a charge of 
concealing assets from the receiver 
of his firm, and that his answers 
might tend to incriminate him in 
connection with the charge. Ben 
L. Liberman, attorney for the re- 
ceiver of the garment company, 
raised the question whether Londe 
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had not waived his right to refuse 
to testify, because at a pervious 
hearing he had answered q 
freely concerning the affairs of his 
company.

“If it is a good play without

“The principal action, however, is 
concentrated in the dialogue be- 
tween the two main characters, 
Reed, the old actor who finds him- 
self being displaced by Krebs, his 
young protege.

Reed has 
the chance to make or break Krebs, 
either at the sacrifice of his own 
career or the sacrifice of his better 
instincts. 


“In working up to the climax, 
there is a great chance for the play 
of emotions. There is tension and 
suspense as you follow the changes 
that take place inside of Reed. It 
is quiet, subtle, restrained acting, 
much of it pantomime. I have 
one bit I rather like. I saw it done 
once in the movies when the actor’s 
emotional strain was revealed as 


this opera, his subsequent dismissal 
from the company and his other 
parts taken by anuther star brought 
on from New York. 


Jack witnessed the human drama 
among the principals from the side

man activities. As Duke Henry 
Viadimir Albert Ernest of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin he had served in 
the German army and was a great 
favorite of the German Emperor, 
so the Dutch people, naturally, 
were not easily convinced that 
Henry could be trusted. But even 
before the war years, Henry had 
his troubles. It seems that, as 
an officer of the Prussian Life 
Guards, and of the Mecklenburg 
Fusiliers, Henry led a pretty gay 
and prodigal life. 


By the time Queen Wilhelmina 
announced in 1900 that she had 
chosen him for a husband, his 
debts. were tremendous, but the 
money lenders of Berlin and 
Frafifort were sure that once mar- 
ried, Henry could prevail upon his 


“little Queen” to open the family his 


purse and pay off his debts to 
avoid public scandal. Frugal Wil- 
helmina, however, announced that 
Henry would pay his own debts or 
they wouldn’t be paid and left the 
money-lenders to tear their hair. 
In desperation the long-suffering 
creditors announced that they had 
formed a syndicate which would

He had, the tales went, a 
tendency to drunkenness and a 
rather unpleasant habit of beating 
his wife when in his cups., On one 
such occasion, it was said, one 
Baron Van Taets attempted to pro- 
tect Wilhemina, Henry then 
kicked the Baron in the stomach, 
and a duel was fought by Henry 
and his wife’s protector. 


True or not, all these rumors. 


which found their way out of the 
royal palace made Henry anything 
but a favorite with the Dutch peo- 
ple, and it was many years after 
marriage to Wilhelmina be- 
fore he was accepted in his wife's 
country and treated with the re- 
— that the Queen desired for 
him. | 

Of course, Bernhard may man- 
age to avoid the entanglements of 
gossip which harried the life of his 
future wife’s father. There may be 
no such thing as a war to bring up 
the question of his allegiance; he 
may have no debts; and he may

have all the attributes of a model 
husband. In short, he may escape 
the unpleasantries that have 
hounded the husbands of Queens 
throughtout the centuries, but it is 
unlikely. If Prince Albert, con- 
sort to Queen Victoria, and a man 
of blameless character, could not 
avoid the difficulties that have 
beset the path. of men who mar- 
ried rulers of nations, it is to be 
expected that Prince Bernhard will 
find that his is no bed: of Holland 
tulips when he becomes the hus- 
band of Netherlands’ future Queen.

upon anyone, and in spite of the 
fact that Victoria herself at first 
excluded him from political affairs 
and depended upon him only to 
be the father of her children.

Same experiences as Henry, con- 
sort to Wilhelmina, and Albert, con- 
sort to Victoria. Lord Darnley, hus- 
band of Mary, Queen of 
Scots, ended up by 6 getting 
himself strangled to death; Phil- 
ip, husband cf “Bloody Mary” 
of England, was but a pawn in the 
scheme of his father, the King of 
Spain, to unite Spain, the Nether- 
lands and Englapd, in a_ union 
against France; George of Den- 
mark, husband of Anne, Queen of 
Great Britain and Ireland, had his 
political troubles, although his do- 
mestic life was comparatively hap- 
py, because he was satisfied to re- 
main a nonentity; and Prince 
Francis of Bourbon, as husband of 
the late Queen Isabella of Spain, 
found that being consort to a 
ruler was having a ringside seat at 
a succession of palace intrigues and 
political upheavals. , 

So if history is any indication, 
Prince Bernhard Leopold Frederik 
Eberhard Jules Curt Charles God- 
frey Peter zu Lippe-Biesterfeld may 
also have his troubles. When he 
marries Juliana, and when she be- 
comes Queen of the Netherlands, 
he may find that life is something 
more than sitting at the foot of the 
table at dinner parties and bring- 
ing up the rear when his wife goes 
on promenade. He may find that 
besides carrying his wife’s com- 
pact, he will be called upon to 
defend his motives for marrying 
Juliana, his allegiance to her coun- 
try, his solvency and his absolute 
satisfaction in being a nonentity. 
As long as Bernhard doesn’t mind 
being called the “husband of the 
Queen,” or that “funny fellow who 
wears glasses,” he may get along 
all right. But the chances are that 
no matter how much he effaces 
himself, he'll have trouble anyway. 
Every other chap who has married 
a Queen has, and Bernhard might 
as well be prepared.

TALKS OF

éé75 THERE any way of know- 
| ine what the temperature of 
the inside of the body is and 
whether it varies?” asks a reader. 
Yes, we have some very accurate 
observations. The 
first were made 
over a hundred 


American army 
surgeon. It came 
about accidental- 
ly, when the fa- 
mous Alexis St. 
Martin, the Cana- 
dian voyager, re- 
ceived the dis- 
charge of a mus- 
ket in his abdo- 
men: it blew 
away the skin 
and muscle from 
over the stomach 
and the anterior 
wall of his stomach. Under the 
treatment of the surgeon at the 
nearby United States army post at 
Fort Mackinac, Dr. William Beau- 
mont, the wound healed, but left 
an opening from the outside into 
the stomach. Alexis was known as 
“the man with a lid to his stom- 
ach”; his companions joked him 
about it, and he got into many 
brawls over his disfigurement. But 
Dr. Beaumont didn’t joke him, he 
used him to make the first scien- 
tific study of digestion in the stom- 
ach, 

Among other things Beaumont 
took the temperature of Alexis’ 
stomach by inserting a thermome- 
ter into the fistula. He wrote in 
his record: “The natural tempera- 
ture of the stomach is 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, that the temperature 
is not elevated by the ingestion of 
food, that exercise elevates the 
temperature, and that sleep or rest 
in a recumbent position depresses 
it.” The temperature of the stom- 
ach, however, was not the same all 
over, which might be expected, for 
if the bulb of the thermometer was 
thrust in as far as possible, the 
temperature at the pyloric end of 
the stomach was nearly 101—2% 
degrees higher than under the 
tongue.

Experimenters are al- 
ways telling us things like that, 
calculated to destroy faith in good 
sound remedies, so let me hasten to 
warn everyone not to give up the 
hot-water bag for the stomach- 
ache. Never mind how it works, 
we know that it works. Let the 
physiologists explain it at their 
leisure, we will stick to the facts. 

Whether hot or cold food makes 
any difference in the stomach has 
long been debated. It used to be 
said that either ice cold food or 
hot food or drink was almost in- 
stantaneously warmed or cooled to 
the temperature of the stomach. 
Which, of course, anyone KNOWS 
isn’t true; inside the stomach is 
no different from any other place 
for the specific heat of water. The 
Philadelphia doctors found that 


water or ice cream produced a/'§ 
marked decrease in stomach tem-| 
perature, and this was not re- 
stored for half an hour, and de- 
layed the emptying rate of the 
stomach from 15 to 30 minutes.

In Jugoslavia 


By Bruno Lessing 


DUBROVNIK, Yugoslavia, Oct. 12. 
HAVE learned a Yugoslavian 
word. Kafana, It means.a bar, 
a cafe, a restaurant, or any oth- 

er kind of place where the lads and 

lassies get together to,have a snack 

and.a drink. I have developed a 

kafana-complex. The best thing you 

can do in Dubrovnik is to just sit 
in a kafana and let the kaleido- 
scopic life of the place pass in re- 
view. (There really isn’t any sense 
in chasing after impressions when 

you can sit still and let the im- 

pressions do the chasing.) 

I have selected the Gradska Ka- 
fana as my rallying-point. I just 
sit there and let the impressions 
rally around me. The name means 
“Town Cafe.” It was originally 
built inside the town wall but the 
authorities permitted the owner to 
break an opening in the wall so 
that his clients could sit on the 
shore of the Adriatic. That's where 
I do most of my sitting.

HE owner, Carlo Marinovitch, 
Tis a Yugoslavian.

North, how- 
ever, evidently felt that his two 
aces had not been sufficiently dis- 
closed and took the bit in his teeth 
by going to seven.

6¢MpPHIS was quite a swing from 
Tonat an expert would have 
made on the hand. Assum- 
ing that he had reached the same 
contract, it would have been appar- 
ent that there was only one possible 
play that might bring it home. 
Of course, that play involved a 
gamble, but certainly this was bet- 
ter than an out and out surrender 
of a vulnerable seven bid. Obvious- 
ly, the only place that the losing 
diamond could be discarded was 
on one of dummy’s hearts, if it 
could be established. The estab- 
lishment depended on finding a fa- 
vorable adverse lay of hearts, but, 
in addition to this, dummy required 
not merely the two entries repre- 
sented by aces, but an additional 
entry to bring home the heart trick 
after establishment. The only ad- 
ditional entry possible was in the 

spade suit itself. 


“South should have led a small) 


spade and, instead of playing the 
ace, finessed the eight spot on the 
hope that the nine was in West’s 
hand (as it actually was). The 
eight holding, the queen or the six 
of hearts should be led. East would 
cover the former and declarer 
would ruff, then use the ace of 
spades as a second entry to lead 
and ruff the six. If the six was 
played before, of course, the queen 
would be led now and, "when East 
covered, ruffed in the closed hand. 
As hoped for, West's nine would 
fall and dummy’s eight would be 
promoted to winning rank. De- 
clarer would merely have to draw 
trumps and use @ummy’s ace of 
clubs for an entry to the estab- 
lished heart. Instead of no score 
on the hand (South had 100 honors) 
North and South would have earned 
2510 points.” 

(The above is part of a letter sent 
me by my self-appointed bridge spy. 
The swing on this hand was fol-. 
lowed by three successive swings 
that carried the total to astronom- 
ical figures. The succeeding hands 
will be described on the next three 
days.)
